Requisi- 
tions for  fuel  and  janitors'  supplies  shall 
be  countersigned  by  the  schoolhouse  cus- 
todian. 

Sect.  78.  Strike  out  the  section  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  the  following: — 

Sect.  78.  He  shall  make  no  purchases  ex- 
cept by  written  orders  which  shall  be  in 
duplicate.  The  original  order  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  and  become  the  property  of  the 
party  to  whom  the  order  is  issued.  The 
duplicate  shall  remain  in  the  order  book 
for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  bill  when 
rendered.  Orders  shall  be  numbered  con- 
secutively.

Pupils  satisfactorily  complet- 
ing such  partial  courses  shall  be  assigned 
such  a  number  of  diploma  points  as  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  may  determine.

EXPENDITURE  FOR  ARITHMETIC  MA- 
TERIAL, PRIMARY  GRADE  TEACH- 
ERS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Jan.  4,  1907,  requesting  that  an  expenditure 
of  $470  for  supplementary  material  for  the 
assistance  of  teachers  of  arithmetic  in  pri- 
mary grades  be  authorized. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis,  laid  over  to  the 
next  meeting. 

KINDERGARTEN  FLOORS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian,  under  date  of  Jan. 
7,  1907,  pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Board 
at  the  meeting  of  Dec.  31,  1906,  stating  that 
the  floors  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  are 
treated  in  practically  the  same  way,  viz., 
oil  is  first  applied  and  thoroughly  rubbed 
into  the  grain  of  the  wood,  and  after  it 
has  dried  the  floors  are  then  coated  with 
wax  finish  which  is  rubbed  to  a  polish 
with  a  weighted  brush.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  Custodian,  while  this  process  is  suit- 
able for  a  hospital  floor,  the  attention  re- 
quired to  keep  floors  so  treated  in  good 
condition  is  so  great  that  it  would  be  im- 
practicable to  adopt  this  plan  for  kinder- 
garten floors,  and  he  believes  that  the 
method  referred  to  in  his  communication 
of  Nov.  19,  1906,  viz.,  to  treat  such  floors 
with  a  durable  floor  varnish  thus  making 
a  smooth  polished  surface  that  can  be 
swept  daily  with  sawdust  moistened  with 
proper  disinfectant,  and  mopped  occasion- 
ally with  a  damp  mop  to  remove  any 
accumulations  which  may  be  on  them,  is 
preferable.

KINDERGARTEN  FLOORS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission,  under  date  of 
Jan.  11,  1907,  in  response  to  the  order  passed 
at  the  meeting  of  Jan.  7,  relative  to  treat- 
ing the  floor  of  one  of  the  kindergarten 
rooms  in  the  Paul  Revere  School-house  in 
the  manner  suggested  by  the  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  in  his  communication  of  Nov. 
19,  1906.  This  communication  states  that 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  does  not  be- 
lieve that  varnish  is  a  suitable  material 
to  use  on  hard  wood,  class-room  floors,  and 
if  successive  coats  were  applied  year  after 
year,  it  would  be  necessary  before  long 
to  remove  them  altogether  down  to  the 
bare  wood  and  then  revarnish.  It  is  the 
policy  of  the  Commission  to  finish  the  new 
rift  hard  pine  floors  with  nothing  but  oil, 
which  treatment  has  been  found  to  be 
satisfactory  during  the  four  years  it  has 
been  tried.  It  disapproves  of  washing 
except  very  occasionally,  and  then  with 
damp  cloths  rather  than  with  any  amount 
of  water. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  S.  Kenny,  the 
communication  was  placed  on  file,  and  the 
Secretary  directed  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  especially  to 
kindergarten  floors  and  to  ask  whether  the 
use  of  oil  on  these  floors  is  expedient.

KINDERGARTEN  FLOORS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission,  under  date  of 
Jan.  24,  1907,  pursuant  to  the  action  taken 
by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  relative 
to  the  treatment  of  kindergarten  floors, 
stating  that  the  oil  it  uses  is  not  the  so- 
called  thick  floor  oil,  but  linseed  oil  which, 
when  properly  applied  is  rubbed  perfectly 
dry,  will  not  come  off  on  the  clothing,  nor 
will  it  cause  dust  to  adhere  to  it. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis,  placed  on  file 
together  with  the  petition  received  at 
the  meeting  of  Nov.  12,  1906;  the 
report  from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian 
received  at  the  meeting  of  Nov.  19,  1906, 
and  the  report  from  the  Director  of  Kinder- 
gartens received  at  the  meeting  of  Dec.  17, 
1906,  on  the  same  subject. 

On  motion  of  the  same  member,  the  Sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  inform  the  sign- 
ers of  the  petition  received  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Nov.  12,  1906,  for  the  better  care  of 
kindergarten  floors,  that  such  floors  are 
swept  daily  with  sawdust  dampened  with 
a  disinfectant,  and  the  best  expert  opin- 
ion seems  to  be  that  the  washing  of  floors 
causes  them  to  sliver  and  split,  and  the 
water  soaking  through  the  cracks  creates 
unsanitary  conditions  that  otherwise  would 
not  exist.  The  Schoolhouse  Custodian  was 
also  instructed  to  issue  a  circular  to  jani- 
tors calling  their  attention  to  the  rule  re- 
quiring a  daily  sweeping  of  floors  of  rooms 
occupied  for  kindergarten  purnoses.  and 
notifying  them  that  the  Board  desires  that 
the  requirements  of  this  rule  be  strictly 
complied  with;  and  that  he  also  give  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  keeping  of  such 
floors  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.

Laid  over  to  the  next  meeting,  and  the 
Secretary  directed  to  notify  Mr.  Fernald 
to  appear  and  be  heard. 

REDUCTION    OF    QUOTA    OF    PUPILS, 
GRAMMAR  CLASSES  BOYS'  SCHOOLS. 

The  following  report  was  received  from 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date 
of    Mar.    13,    1907:— 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  has  given 
careful  consideration  to  the  following 
order  passed  by  the  School  Committee 
January   21,   1907:— 

ORDERED,  "That  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  consider  and  report  to 
this  Board  on  the  advisability  of  re- 
ducing by  five  the  number  of  pupils 
assigned  to  each  teacher  in  grammar 
classes  composed  exclusively  of  boys," 
and  herewith  offers  the  following  report 
thereon: — 

The  Superintendents  have  repeatedly 
argued  from  an  educational  point  of  view 


in  favor  of  a  material  reduction  of  the 
number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher.  In  School 
Document  No.  4,  1895.  pp.  132,  133,  it  was 
said:  "The  feature  of  the  organization  of 
all  the  schools-  calling  for  the  most  imme- 
diate and  careful  consideration  is  the  size 
of  the  classes.  Every  school  interest  is 
being  sacrificed  by  limiting  the  number  of 
teachers,  as  is  now  done.  The  excessive 
number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  seems  to  be 
the  parent  of  most  of  the  ills  from  which 
the  schools  are  suffering,  ills  on  the  dis- 
cipline side,  and  ills  on  the  instruction  side. 
Where  it  is  not  a  cause  of  these  ills,  it 
affords  an  excuse  for  them.  A  weak  teacher 
can  always  shelter  herself  behind  this  de- 
fence. Supervision  finds  at  this  point  its 
most   serious    embarrassment." 

In  Document  No.  3,  1900,  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  in  a  special  report  in  re- 
sponse to  an  order  of  inquiry  from  the 
Committee,  discussed  at  length  the  size  of 
classes.  A  comparative  table  was  present- 
ed showing  the  number  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  in  the  large  cities  of  the  country 
and  in  other  cities  of  Massachusetts.  The 
Superintendents  recommended  ■  that  the 
maximum  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher 
be  reduced  from  56  to  50  in  all  grades 
above  the  first,  and  that  in  that  grade 
it  be  42. 

This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the 
School  Committee  June  26,  1900,  Minutes 
1900,  pp.  265,  266.  In  recommending  these 
numbers,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  did 
not  mean  to  express  its  judgment  that 
they  were  suitable  numbers  from  an  edu- 
cational point  of  view.  The  Board  of 
Superintendents  knew  that  they  were  too 
large,  but  it  deemed- it  wise  to  propose  a 
moderate  and  gradual  reduction.  It  hoped 
that  the  actual  average  number  of  pupils 
to  a  teacher  would  fall  below  the  maxi- 
mum allowed  by  rule,  as  was  the  case  in 
all  other  cities  of  this  state  as  well  as  in 
most  cities  throughout  the  country,  but 
the  following  table  offers  convincing  proof 
that  the  hope  entertained  by  the  Board  of 
Superintendent^  of  a  substantial  falling 
away  from  the  maximum  required  by  reg- 
ulation has  not  materialized.

From  the  table  it  will  be  observed:— 
(1)  that  the  actual  average  number  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  is  much  higher  in  Bos- 
ton than  in  any  other  city  of  Massachu- 
setts; with  the  exception  of  Boston,  the 
average  in  the  thirteen  principal  cities  of 
Massachusetts  being  but  39.3; 
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(2)  that  of  the  nine  leading  cities  of  the 
United  States,  with  the  exception  of  St. 
Louis  Boston  stands  first  in  point  of  max- 
imum' number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  re- 
Quired  by  regulation;  . 

(3)  that  of  the  same  nine  cities,  in  the 
actual  average  number  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  Boston  ranks  first,  with  an  aver- 
age of '49.7,  our  nearest  competitor  being 
Chicago  with  an  average  of  46.6. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  has  ever 
contended  that  the  maintenance  of  boys' 
schools  is  undesirable  from  a  disciplinary 
and  from  an  educational  standpoint.  The 
discipline  of  an  all-boys'  class  imposes 
upon  the  teacher  high  nervous  tension,  en- 
tirely disproportionate  to  that  occasioned 
by  disciplining  a  mixed  or  an  all-girls 
class-  While  teachers  are  found  who  do 
not  give  apparent  and  immediate  evidence 
of  the  breaking  effect  of  disciplining  boys 
classes,  still,  a  major  part  of  the  teachers 
in  such  classes,  furnish  indisputable  prool 
of  carrying  a  burden  excessive  and  wear- 
ing. . 

The  number  of  cases  of  corporal  punish- 
ment in  proportion  to  the  number  of  boys 
is  more  than  two  times  as  great  in  boys' 
schools  as  in  mixed  schools.  The  following 
quotation  from  Mrs.  Louisa  Parsons  Hop- 
kins, late  Supervisor  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  is  pertinent:— 

"I  believe  in  co-education  of  boys  and 
girls.  The  mutual  influence  is  refining  and 
strengthening  to  both.  The  natural  emula- 
tion is  a  healthy  stimulus  and  motive  to 
study  and  thought.  The  moral  effect  is 
purifying  and  elevating,  making  the  rela- 
tions between  them  less  artificial  and  giv- 
ing each  a  true  appreciation  of  the  other, 
leading  to  juster  comparisons  of  the  sexes 
and  more  hearty  respect  and  good-will  on 
both  sides.  Co-education  corrects  some 
of  the  most  troublesome  incidents  of  school 
discipline  and  throws  increased  interest 
into  school  work;  it  also  develops  sym- 
metrically and  naturally  the  social  feelings 
and  cultivates  courtesy  and  helpfulness  in 
all  the  relations  of  life." 

Were  the  work  of  the  schools  to  be  con- 
fined to  the  acquisition  of  a  prescribed 
number  of  facts  to  be  learned,  by  rote  by 
all  the  children,  without  regard  to  individ- 
ual ability  or  aptitude,  there  need  be  no 
limit  to  the  size  of  classes.  But  the  time 
when  such  work  was  called  education  has 
passed.  It  is  now  thought  to  be  the  busi- 
ness of  the  schools  to  fit  its  instruction 
and  training  to  the  individual  capacity  and 
individual  needs  of  children.  It  must  find 
the  child  and  learn  to  look  at  the  worK 
from  his  standpoint,  that  it  may  secure  his 
interested  and  willing  co-operation  in  his 
own  education,  so  that  his  education  shall 
be  self-education  through  self-activity.  It 
must  try  to  do  this  for  the  mentally  slug- 
glish,  and  the  morally  wayward,  even  for 
the  defective  and  the  vicious,  as  the  aim 
of  all  teaching  must  be  character. 

Such  work  can  only  be  done  by  superior 
teachers,  but  even  by  superior  teachers,  it 
cannot  be  done,  it  cannot  even  be  begun 
with  children  in   masses.    . 

In  the  interests  of  the  boys  and  girls 
who  are  now  attending  separate  schools, 
and  to  the  end  that  the  teachers'  burdens 
and  labors  may  be  more  nearly  equalized, 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  is  of  the 
opinion  that  throughout  the  city,  separate 
schools  should  be  changed  into  mixed 
schools.  The  Board  of  Superintendents 
recommends  the  gradual  reduction  on  a 
sliding  scale  of  the  maximum  number  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  in  all  elementary  grades 
above   the   first,    as   follows: 

(1)  For  the  school  year  1907:   the  quota  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  shall  be  48. 

(2)  For  the  school  year  1908:   the  quota  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  shall  be  46. 

(3)  For  the  school  year  1909:   the  quota  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  shall  be  44. 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  organization 
of  the  schools  in  September  next  is  to  be 


made  on  the  basis  of  eight  grades,  and 
that  the  ninth  grades  are  to  be  eliminated, 
the  time  of  the  reduction  of  numbers  pro- 
posed for  the  school  year  1907-08  would  be 
most  opportune  and  the  expense  involved 
would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  welcomes 
this  opportunity  to  again  put  itself  on 
record  in  favor  of  removing  the  conditions 
by  which  the  best  efforts  of  the  most  skil- 
ful and  self-denying  teachers  are  con- 
tinually thwarted.

ADMISSION  OF  LUIS  H.  BOURONCLE 
TO  NORMAL  SCHOOL  WITHOUT  PAY- 
MENT  OF   TUITION. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Mar.  8,  1907,  recommending  that  Luis  H. 
Bouroncle,  a  graduate  of  the  Lima  Nor- 
mal College,  Peru,  be  admitted  to  the 
Boston  Normal  School  without  payment  of 
tuition. 

Placed  on  file,  and  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Brock,  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  as  aforesaid  was 
adopted.

SUMMER  VACATION.

19,  1907,  pursuant  to  the  action  taken  by 
the  Board  at  its  meeting  of  Jan.  29,  1907, 
relative  to  a  general  plan  for  the  use  of 
school  yards  during  the  summer  "months, 
reporting  that  he  is  of  the  opinion  that 
many  of  the  yards  should  be  used,  but  if 
used  arrangements  should  be  made  with 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  windows  of  the  first  and 
second  floors  of  the  school  buildings  ad- 
joining the  yards;  that  strong,  stationary 
benches  be  furnished;  that  at  night  elec- 
tric lights  should  be  provided,  and  extra 
police  protection  given.  Sand  boxes,  sup- 
plied with  sand,  should  be  placed  in  the 
yards.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  allow 
access  to  the  sanitaries  in  the  basements 
of  the  respective  buildings,  and  the  doors 
leading  to  the  upper  parts  of  the  buildings 
should  be  provided  with  locks.  The  Cus- 
todian    also     submitted   a   list    of    schools 


located  mainly  in  the  thickly  populated 
portion  of  the  city,  the  yards  of  which, 
in  his  opinion,  should  be  opened  during  the 
summer   months.

ANNUAL.  APPROPRIATION   ORDER. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
annual  appropriation  order  submitted  by 
the  Auditor  at  the  meeting  of  Feb.  18,  1907, 
viz.:—

Appropriation,   1907-190S. 
To   the   School  Committee:— 

The  undersigned  would  state  that  the 
Board  of  Assessors  has  certified  that  the 
average  taxable  valuation  of  the  city  on 
which  the  sum  allowed  the  School  Commit- 
tee is  based,  amounts  to  $1,252,810,110. 

The  School  Committee  is  authorized  by 
statute  to  appropriate  "for  the  support  of 
the  public  schools"  and  "for  repairs  and 
alterations  of  school  buildings"  three  dol- 
lars ($3.00)  upon  each  $1,000  of  the  taxable 
valuation  of  the  city.  This  amounts  this 
year  to  $3,758,430.33.  The  School  Committee 
may  also  appropriate  for  these  purposes 
an  additional  sum  of  $57,569.67— derived  from 
the  estimated  income  for  1907-OS  ($51,584.37). 
the  excess  of  income  for  the  year  1906-07 
over  the  amount  estimated  ($1,380.96),  and 
the  balance  unexpended  for  1906-07  ($4,604.34). 
This  makes  the  total  amount  which  the 
School  Committee  may  appropriate  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  schools  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  school  buildings  during  the 
current  year  $3,816,000.  Of  this  amount,  not 
less  than  $313,202.53  (at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the 
valuation)  must  be  appropriated  solely  for 
repairs  and  alterations  of  school  buildings. 

The    appropriation,    as    recommended,    is 
based  upon   the  following:—

It  would  seem  from  a  careful  estimate  of 
the  amount  that  would  be  required  to 
carry  on  the  schools  as  they  at  present 
exist,  that  the  funds  available  will  prove 
insufficient    for   the   purpose. 

While  it  may  be  possible,  with  the  utmost 
economy  and  without  radical  departure 
from  present  methods,  to  restrict  expendi- 
tures within  the  amount  available,  it  can 
be  done  only  with  the  earnest  cooperation 
of  all  having  any  control  of  school  ex- 
penses. 

In  accordance  with  Section  1,  Chapter 
448  of  the  Acts  of  1901,  and  Acts  in  addi- 
tion thereto  or  amendments  thereof,  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order  is 
recommended.

PRIZE  FOR  ESSAY  ON  CIVIL  SERVICE 
REFORM. 

Mr.  Ellis  submitted  a  communication  re- 
ceived by  him  from  Mrs.  Ellen  Shaw  Bar- 
low, on  behalf  of  the  "Women's  Auxiliary 
of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Reform 
Association,  making  application  for  permis- 
sion to  offer  a  medal  as  a  prize  for  the  best 
essay  on  Civil  Service  Reform  to  be  com- 
peted for  by  some  scholars  in  the  upper 
grades  of  the  public  schools. 

Referred  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
for  consideration  and  report. 

HORACE  MANN  SCHOOL. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  address  a  communication  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education  requesting 
a  joint  conference  relative  to  the  State  as- 
suming a  larger  proportion  of  the  expense 
of  maintaining  the  Horace  Mann  School 
for  the  Deaf. 

Mr.  Ellis,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Brock  and 
himself,  presented  the  following: 

PLAN   FOR   A   PENSION    SYSTEM    FOR 
BOSTON    SCHOOL   TEACHERS. 

The  plan  here  outlined  is  submitted  by 
the  School  Committee  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, not  as  necessarily  final,  but  to  serve 
as  a  tentative  basis  for  discussion  and 
criticism  by  those  interested.  The  Com- 
mittee is  aware  that  much  study  has  been 
given  to  this  subject  by  various  representa- 


tives of  the  masters  and  teachers,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  from  this  source  much  help 
may  be  obtained  in  the  perfection  of  this 
plan. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  at  the 
outset  that  the  Committee  has  no  desire 
to  advocate  any  plan  that  does  not  meet 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Boston  teach- 
ers. It  also  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  School  Committee  has  no  authority  to 
put  any  plan  into  operation,  but  that  leg- 
islative sanction  must  be  obtained  before 
any  pension  system  can  go  into  effect. 

In  any  event,  there  is  a  grave  respon- 
sibility in  endeavoring  to  formulate  a  pen- 
sion system  which  shall  invite  a  series  of 
contributions,  extending  over  a  long  num- 
ber of  years,  from  the  teachers  of  the 
city,  because  if  twenty  years  from  now 
there  should  crop  out  any  inaccuracies  in 
the  original  calculations,  it  might  cause 
much  disappointment  and  work  great  hard- 
ship. 

The  subject  presents  a  number  of  sub- 
stantial difficulties,  caused  in  larger  part 
by  the  fact  that  some  of  the  questions 
which  must  be  solved  vary  in  important 
respects  from  any  experience  which  has 
so  far  been  derived  from  the  business  <~>r 
our  life  insurance  companies  or  from,  the 
experience  or  knowledge  to  be  obtained 
from  the  calculations  which  have  been 
made  by  companies  selling  annuities. 

One  of  the  first  questions  to  be  settled 
is  whether  the  expense  of  pensions  shall 
be  borne  entirely  by  contributions  from  the 
teachers,  or  entirely  by  the  city,  or  by  a 
combination  of  the  two  methods. 

Since  the  operation  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  any  pension  system  will  elimin- 
ate the  greater  part  of  the  very  large  ex- 
pense incurred  by  the  mutual  and  .stock 
companies  for  soliciting  insurance  and  for 
conducting  the  business— amounting  to  a 
very  substantial  proportion  of  the  total 
premiums  paid — it  seems  clear  that  if  noth- 
ing more  could  be  done  than  to  offer  to 
teachers  pensions  at  a  very  substantially 
reduced  cost,  it  would  perhaps  still  be 
worth  undertaking.  The  present  "Boston 
Teachers'  Retirement  Fund"  affords  an 
illustration  of  this  plan,  although  only  ex- 
tending limited  opportunities  in  this  re- 
spect. 

A  pension  system,  to  be  effective,  must 
afford  annuities  not  merely  to  the  younger 
teachers  who  have  lately  entered  the  ser- 
vice, and  who  therefore  can  rjerhaps  by  a 
long  series  of  payments  provide  for  an  ade- 
quate pension  without  deducting  a  very 
large  percentage  of  their  pay,  but  also  to 
the  many  teachers  who  are  at  or  approach- 
ing the  age  of  retirement,  and  who.  even 
if  their  entire  salary  were  devoted  to  this 
purpose,  could  not  in  the  short  interval 
remaining  before  reaching  their  retirement 
age,  build  up  a  fund  sufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  their  pensions. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  fair,  of 
course,  to  load  the  younger  teachers — be- 
cause the  salaries  of  our  teachers  are  al- 
ready too  small— with  the  burden  of  the 
assessments  necessary  to  take  care  of  these 
teachers  who  are  now  approaching  the  re- 
tiring age. 

It  seems  clear,  therefore,  that  if  a  pen- 
sion system  is  to  be  established  for  Boston 
teachers,  the  city  of  Boston  must  make  a 
contribution  to  the  fund. 

If  the  attempt  were  made  to  place  the 
entire  cost  of  a  pension  system  on  the  city 
of  Boston,  it  would  involve  a  very  large 
annual  sum  of  money;  and  it  seems  pretty 
clear  that,  while  some  day  it  may  come, 
the  public  mind  is  not  yet  ready  for  such 
an  expenditure,  and  that  neither  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  city  authorities  nor  the  Legis- 
lature could  now  be  obtained.  Any  plan 
adopted,  therefore,  must  be  one  in  which 
the  city  and  the  teachers  each  bear  part 
of  the  expense. 

The  plan  here  presented  starts  with  the 
assumption  (1)  that  all  teachers  are  to  be 
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retired  at  the  age  of  65,  and  (2)  that  no 
teacher  is  to  be  asked  to  contribute  more 
than  10  per  cent,  of  his  or  her  pay. 

If  a  teacher  42  years  of  age  went  to  a 
regular  insurance  company  and  asked  how 
much  of  his  salary  he  would  have  to  pay 
annually  until  he  reached  65,  in  order  to 
get  a  pension  equal  to  half  the  salary  he 
was  receiving,  the  company  (if  it  assumed 
that  it  cost  nothing  to  obtain  business  or 
to  run  the  company)  would  compute  the 
annual  premiums  at  9%  per  cent,  of  that 
person's  salary. 

If  a.  teacher  aged  43  applied  for  an  an- 
nuity equal  to  half  his  or  her  salary,  the 
percentage  of  salary  to  be  exacted  from 
that  time  until  he  is  65  years  old  (assum- 
ing no  cost  of  operation)  would  be  10.2  per 
cent.  And  the  percentage  of  salary  to  be 
deducted  would  be  greater  if  the  person 
were  older  when  making  the  application. 
If  he  were  50  years  old.  it  would  be  18.3 
per  cent.;  if  he  were  55,  31.9  per  cent;  if  he 
were  60,  74.8  per  cent.;  and  if  the  applica- 
tion were  made  at  the  age  of  64,  the  single 
payment  then  remaining  to  be  made  would 
be  more  than  four  times  the  entire  annual 
salary. 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  if  the  maxi- 
mum annual  premium  is  to  be  restricted 
to  10  per  cent,  and  the  pension  is  to  be 
half  the  annual  compensation,  there  will  be 
a  loss  to  the  pension  fund  for  every 
teacher  above  the  age  of  42  who  is  to  have 
a  pension,, 

The  number  of  teachers  in  the  service  in 
December,  1905,  who  were  43  years  of  age 
or  more  was  815,  and  the  total  sum  which 
the  city  would  be  obliged  to  pay  to  make 
up  the  annual  deficiency  in  the  percent- 
age paid  by  these  teachers  until  they  are 
65,  and  to  pay  them  thereafter  their  pen- 
sion, would  amount  in  a  lump  sum  to  a 
very  large  figure,  probably  in  excess  of  two 
million  dollars— a  sum  which  appears  to  be 
heavier  than  the  city  probably  would  be 
willing  to  assume. 

Under  this  present  scheme,  it  is  accord- 
ingly provided  that  teachers  43  years  of 
age  or  more  shall  receive,  not  a  half  pen- 
sion, but  one  equal  to  one-third  of  their 
salary.  In  this  way  the  annual  payment 
by  teachers  who  are  between  the  end  of 
their  42d  year  and  the  end  of  their  47th 
year  can  still  be  kept  below  10  per  cent., 
and  will  at  the  same  time  suffice  to  pay 
the  cost  of  the  pensions  of  this  class  of 
teachers. 

Beginning  with  the  teachers  48  years  old, 
the  annual  premiums  necessary  for  a  pen- 
sion on  the  basis  of  one-third  of  the  teach- 
er's salary  rises  above  10  per  cent. ;  and 
it  is  suggested  that  this  deficiency  should 
be  met  by  the  city. 

It  is  also  true  that  for  teachers  already 
beyond  the  retirement  age  the  payment  of 
pensions  will  begin  at  once  to  be  a  direct 
charge  upon  the  city,  without  its  being 
lessened  by  any  payments  received  from 
the  beneficiaries. 

By  careful  computation,  it  is  estimated 
that  an  annual  contribution  by  the  city 
of  $61,000  to  the  pension  fund  will  take 
care  of  all  the  deficiencies  in  the  premiums 
paid  by  these  teachers  48  years  of  age  or 
over,  as  well  as  the  pensions  of  those  who 
have  already  reached  the  retirement  age. 
This  annual  fund  of  $61,000  will  accumu- 
late at  first  faster  than  required  for  pen- 
sions for  teachers  who  have  retired,  but  as 
the  number  of  these  older  teacners  who 
retire  and  are  placed  upon  the  pension 
roll  will  continue  to  increase  for  a  number 
of  years,  it  is  calculated  that  the  annual 
sum  required  to  make  up  the  deficit  on  this 
class  of  pensions  will  for  a  number  of 
years  be  in  excess  of  $61,000.  Thereafter, 
the  annual  amount  drawn  from  this  fund 
will  gradually  decrease  until  it  is  wiped 
out   altogether. 

The  following  table  shows  the  percentage 
of  salary  to  be  paid  at  each  age  between 
18  and  65,  under  the  proposed  plan:—

The  first  impression  may  perhaps  be  that 
under  this  system  the  younger  teachers  are 
being  more  liberally  treated  than  the  older 
ones;  but  this  is  not  really  the  case,  be- 
cause under  this  system  every  teacher  who 
is  47  years  of  age  or  younger  is  paying  into 
the  pension  fund  a  sum  sufficient  to  take 
care  of  his  or  her  pension  whereas  the 
teachers  of  48  years  of  age  or  older  are 
not  making  a  contribution  sufficient  to  pay 
their  own  pensions,  and  are  receiving  a 
direct  benefit  from  the  payments  to  be 
made  by  the  city.  In  fact,  it  might  be 
urs-ed  that  the  injustice  was  being  done  to 
the  vounger  teachers,  who  under  this  plan 
would  seem  to  be  simply  paying  for  what 
thev  are  getting;  but  it  is  proposed  that 
the  annual  payment  of  $61,000  shall  be  per- 
petual, and  that  when  the  time  comes 
around  for  the  younger  teachers  to  receive 
their  pensions  this  annual  payment  shall 
be  distributed  among  the  then  pensioners, 
which  can  certainly  be  done  to  a  steadily 
increasing  extent,  as  the  names  of  the  older 
pensioners  are  dropped  from  the  rolls.  This 
will  mean,  therefore,  a  very  substantial 
addition  to  the  pension  of  younger  teach- 
ers It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  plan 
would  work  out  approximately  fairly  to- 
ward all. 

However,  as  the  number  of  teachers  In 
the  city  is  steadily  increasing  at  the  rate  of 
about  81  per  year,  and  it  would  be  neces- 
sary in  after  years  to  divide  this  $61,000 
among  an  increasing  number  of  teachers 
who  would  be  drawing  pensions,  it  has 
been  proposed  that,  instead  of  making  this 
payment  by  the  city  a  fixed  sum  of  $61,000 
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per  annum,  it  shall  be  five  cents  upon 
each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation 
upon  which  the  appropriations  of  the  City- 
Council  of  Boston  are  based— which  upon 
the  present  basis  of  valuation  will  yield 
$61,500,  and  which  it  is  perhaps  reasonable 
to  expect  will  go  on  gradually  increasing 
about  in  proportion  to  the  increased  school 
population,  and  therefore  the  increased 
number  of  teachers. 

Inasmuch  as  all  calculations  relating  to 
life  insurance  or  annuities  are  based  upon 
the  law  of  averages,  and  must  involve  the 
lives  of  a  sufficient  number  of  people  to 
make  the  average  stable  and  calculable, 
a  pension  system  upon  the  lines  proposed 
cannot  be  adopted  unless  it  is  to  apply  to 
the  entire  teaching  force;  because  the  ex- 
perience of  life  insurance  companies  indi- 
cates that  three  thousand  lives  is  as  small 
a  number  as  will  supply  a  sare,  calculable 
average,  and  if  the  number  joining  the 
pension  plan  were  reduced  to  one-half  or 
one-third  of  the  present  teaching  force, 
the  results  would  be  likely  to  be  erratic  and 
uncertain. 

The  premiums  are  all  based  on  the  plan 
of  making  the  payments  made  by  a  given 
teacher  the  same  each  year.  For  example, 
the  payment  to  be  made  by  a  teacher  24 
years  old  would  be  3.2  per  cent,  of  the 
salary;  and  that  would  be  the  annual  pre- 
mium for  that  teacher  until  he  or  she 
reached  the  retirement  age  of  65.-  The  an- 
nual payment  to  be  made  by  a  teacher  30 
years  old  would  be  4.4  per  cent-;  and  this 
would  be  the  percentage  of  salary  to  be 
devoted  to  this  purpose  during  the  teaching 
life  of  that  teacher. 

The  half  salary  or  the  one-third  salary 
to  be  received  as  a  pension  would  be  de- 
termined by  the  salary  which  the  teacher 
was  receiving  when  he  or  she  made  the 
first  contribution  to  the  pension  fund.  If 
at  any  time  a  teacher  received  an  increase 
in  salary,  the  additional  annual  payment 
required  on  account  of  the  increase  would 
be  the  percentage  fixed  for  a  half  or  one- 
third  pension  for  the  age  of  the  teacher  at 
the  time  of  receiving  the  increase.  For 
example,  if  a  teacher  was  receiving  $600  at 
the  age  of  24,  the  annual  payment  would 
be  3.2  per  cent,  of  that  amount,  or  $19.20. 
If  at  the  age  of  30,  such  teacher  received 
an  increase  in  pay  which  brought  his  or 
her  total  salary  up  to  $1,000,  the  teacher, 
in  order  to  receive  the  $500  annual  pension 
at  the  age  of  65,  would  continue  paying 
the  $19.20,  plus  the  percentage  due  from 
a  teacher  30  years  old  who  might  be  as- 
sumed to  be  receiving  a  $400  salary  (that 
is,  4.4  per  cent,  of  $400),  a  sum  equal  to 
$17.60.  The  total  annual  payment  for  this 
teacher  therefore  would  be  $35.80. 

It  is  proposed  that  no  increase  in  salary, 
and  no  present  salary,  shall  oblige  any 
teacher  to  provide  for  a  pension  in  excess 
of  one-half  of  his  or  her  salary,  and  that 
no  teacher  who  is  making  an  annual  con- 


tribution sufficient  to  provide  for  a  $500 
pension  shall  be  obliged  to  make  any  pay- 
ments to  provide  for  a  higher  rate  of  pen- 
sion than  $500;  but  they  are  allowed  to 
bring  their  pensions  up  to  50  per  cent,  of 
their  salary,  whatever  the  salary  may  be, 
if  they  so  desire. 

These  computations  are  based  on  the  as- 
sumption that  the  income  from  the  fund  to 
be  invested  will  be  3%  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  question  as  to  what  shall  be  done 
in  the  case  of  teachers  who  withdraw  from 
the  service  has  been  left  by  the  Committee 
for  further  consideration,  after  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  teachers  have  expressed 
their  views  on  this  point. 

At  the  request  of  the  School  Board,  com- 
mittees representing  the  Masters'  Associa- 
tion and  the  Boston  Teachers'  Club  have 
been  appointed  to  confer  with  the  School 
Board,  and  this  scheme,  with  the  statistics 
and  computations  which  have  been  made 
bearing  on  various  aspects  of  the  question, 
is  herewith  submitted  to  them  for  their 
careful  consideration  and  discussion.  The 
School  Board  gladly  invites  their  co-opera- 
tion, and  hopes  that  the  best  possible  plan 
may  be  formulated  as  the  result  of  the  de- 
liberations of  all  interested  in  this  vital 
question. 

The  School  Board  would  also  be  glad  to 
confer  with  any  other  representatives  of 
the  teachers  or  teachers'  associations  who 
may  be  interested  in  the  matter. 

In  making  the  computations  and  calcula- 
tions necessary  to  outline  this  scheme,  Mr. 
Herbert  B.  Dow,  actuary,  has  given  the 
School  Board  much  assistance,  and  the 
Board  is  also  particularly  indebted  to  Mr. 
W.  S.  Smith,  an  experienced  life  insurance 
actuary,  who  as  a  former  teacher  himself 
has  taken  great  interest  and  devoted  much 
time  to  the  formulation  of  this  plan.  For 
his  kind  assistance  the  Board  wishes  par- 
ticularly to  express  its  thanks.

LOSS  OF  MILITARY  EQUIPMENT. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Super- 
intendent, under  date  of  Apr.  8,  1907,  pur- 
suant to  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  at 
its  meeting  of  Mar.  19,  1907,  relative  to  the 
loss  of  military  equipment  in  certain  high 
schools,  stating  that  from  answers  re- 
ceived from  principals  to  questions  sent 
out  by  him  it  appears  that  the  nature  of 
the  reports  of  these  losses  have  not  been 
such  as  to  fix  definitely  the  time  of  dis- 
appearance and  the  responsibility  therefor; 
neither  does  it  seem  possible  to  arrange 
a  system  of  such  reports  that  would  not 
involve  a  larger  amount  of  time  than  can 
properly  be  given  thereto.  Some  of  the 
principals  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  ma- 
terial has  been  removed  by  persons  out- 
side of  the  school  who  were  admitted  to 
the  drill  halls  at  the  time  of  public 
dances,  basket  ball  games,  etc.  Others 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  pupils  them- 
selves are  responsible  for  the  disappear- 
ance of  the  property.  It  seems  evident 
that  the  most  satisfactory  solution  will  be 
a  system  of  lockers  so  arranged  as  to  pre- 
vent the  removal  of  material  of  this  kind: 
It  is  recommended  that  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  be  requested  to  give  consid- 
eration to  the  furnishing  of  such  lockers  in 
the  drill  halls  of  the  high  schools. 

Placed  on  file,  and  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Ellis,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  re- 
quest the  Schoolhouse  Commission  to  com- 
ply with  the  recommendation  contained  in 
the  foregoing  communication. 


LIGHTING  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
communication  from  the  Superintendent 
relative  to  the  lighting  of  school  buildings, 
and  the  communication  from  Fred  A.  Fer- 
nald  relative  to  the  lighting  facilities  in 
the  Central  Evening  High  School,  laid  over 
at  the  last  meeting. 
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Pursuant  to  the  action  taken  at  said 
meeting,  Fred  A.  Fernald,  head-master  of 
the  Central  Evening  High  School,  appeared 
and  was  heard  on  the  subject;  also  John 
F.  Casey,  head-master  of  the  English  High 
School,  both  of  whom  spoke  of  the  unsatis- 
factory lighting  of  this  building,  which 
they  stated  was  due  largely  to  the  color 
scheme  adopted  for  the  woodwork  and 
walls  in  the  several  class  rooms.

assistants  is  reached;  one  assistant  in- 
structor for  the  first  three  hundred  fifty 
pupils  belonging,  and  one  additional  as- 
sistant instructor  for  every  one  hundred 
forty  pupils  additional  thereto;  and  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  assistants  to  make  the 
entire  quota  of  masters,  junior  masters, 
first  assistants,  assistants,  and  assistant 
instructors  equal  to  one  for  every  thirty- 
five  pupils;  provided,  that  no  teacher  serv- 
ing in  these  schools  before  June  1,  1906, 
shall  be  reduced  in  rank  or  salary  be- 
cause of  the  operation  of  this  section.  The 
position  of  assistant  principal  shall  be 
abolished  on  the  retirement  of  the  present 
incumbents.

Sect.  213,  paragraph  1.  A  child  who  has 
not  been  vaccinated  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  a  public  school  except  upon  presenta- 
tion of  a  certificate  granted  for  cause 
stated  therein,  signed  by  a  regular  prac- 
tising physician  that  he  is  not  a  fit  sub- 
ject for  vaccination.  This  certificate  shall 
state  that  at  the  time  of  giving  such  cer- 
tificate the  physician  has  personally  ex- 
amined the  child  and  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  physical  condition  of  the  child  is  such 
that  his  health  will  be  endangerd  by 
vaccination.  Such  certificates  are  not  re- 
quired of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from 
one  public  school  to  another.

A  diploma  of  graduation 
from  the  Normal  School  issued  after  the 
year  1872  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  receive 
a  certificate  of  qualification,  elementary 
school,  class  B.  Those  who  complete  the 
kindergarten  course  shall  also  receive  a 
kindergarten  certificate.  Those  who  com- 
plete the  special  courses  shall  receive  cor- 
responding special  certificates.  Graduates 
of  the  Normal  School  who  at  the  time  of 
admission  were  graduates  of  universities 
or  colleges  approved  by  the  board  of 
superintendents  shall  be  granted  elemen- 
tary school  certificates,  special,  and  after 
two  years  of  service  in  the  public  day 
schools  of  Boston  the  holders  of  these  ele- 
mentary school  certificates,  special,  may  be 
granted  certificates  of  qualification,  ele- 
mentary school,  class  A;  provided  that  they 
have  shown  in  a  way  satisfactory  to  the 
board  of  superintendents  that  they  possess 
such  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  prac- 
tice of  education  and  such  superior  ability 
in  teaching  and  governing  schools  as  would 
warrant  their  appointment  as  "sub-masters 
and  first  assistants. 


COURSE   OF  STUDY,   ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS.

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  approving  the  appointments  of  teachers 
on  probation,  as  reported  by  the  Superin- 
tendent   and  laid  over  at  the  last  meeting.

AMENDMENTS    TO    REGULATIONS. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  the  passage  of  the  various  orders 
amending  the  regulations  relating  to  the 
rank  and  number  of  teachers  in  the  high 
and  elementary  schools,  laid  over  at  the 
last  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brock,  the  orders  and 
parts  of  orders  amending  Sect.  291,  para- 
graphs 4  and  5  of  the  regulations  relating 
to  the  rank  and  number  of  teachers  in  the 
Girls'  High  and  Girls'  Latin  Schools; 
Sect.  291,  paragraphs  6  and  7  relating  to 
the  rank  and  number  of  teachers  in  mixed 
high  schools;  and  Sect.  292,  paragraph  4 
relating  to  the  rank  and  number  of 
teachers  in  elementary  school  districts, 
(See  pp.  44  and  45),  were  again  laid  over 
to  the  next  meeting. 


The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was  on 
the  passage  of  the  following  order,  laid 
over  at  the  last  meeting: 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Sect.  213,  paragraph  1.  Insert  after  the 
word  "certificate"  in  the  third  line  the 
words: — granted  for  cause  stated  therein, 
so  that  the  paragraph  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sect.  213,  paragraph  1.  A  child  who  has 
not  been  vaccinated  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  a  public  school  except  upon  presenta- 
tion of  a  certificate  granted  for  cause 
stated  therein,  signed  by  a  regular  prac- 
tising physician  that  he  is  not  a  fit  sub- 
ject for  vaccination.  This  certificate  shall 
state  that  at  the  time  of  giving  such  cer- 
tificate the  physician  has  personally  ex- 
amined the  child  and  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  physical  condition  of  the  child  is  such 
that  his  health  will  be  endangered  by 
vaccination.  Such  certificates  are  not  re- 
quired of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from 
one  public  school  to  another. 

Passed. 


The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  the  passage  of  the  order  laid  over  at 
the  last  meeting,  amending  the  regulations 


relative  to  the  issuance  of  certificates  of 
qualification  to  college  graduates  who 
complete  a  course  in  the  Boston  Normal 
School.

USE   OP  BATHING  FACILITIES,   WEST 
ROXBURY    HIGH    SCHOOL.

In- 
asmuch as  this  privilege  is  granted  to  per- 
sons in  other  sections  of  the  City  wherein 
school  buildings  with  bathing  accommo- 
dations are  located,  the  people  of  this  sec- 
tion feel  that  they  should  be  given  the 
same  consideration. 

Kindly  look  into  the  matter  and  advise 
me   of  any   action   taken.

A  communication  was  also  received  from 
the  Superintendent,  pursuant  to  the  action 
taken  at  the  meeting  of  Feb.  18,  1907,  rela- 
tive to  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  of  the 
West  Roxbury  High  School,  stating  that 
he  is  of  the  opinion  that  school  property 
should  be  used  exclusively  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  originally  intended, 
unless  very  favorable  conditions  for  the  ex- 
tension of  this  use  exis't,  that  such  condi- 
tions do  not  exist  in  the  case  of  the  West 
Roxbury  High  School,  and  recommending 
that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  informed 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  use  of 
said  gymnasium,  as  requested. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis,  the  communica- 
tions were  placed  on  file,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  directed  to  notify  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  that 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  inexpedi- 
ent to  permit  the  public  use  of  the  bathing 
accommodations  in  the  West  Roxbury  High 
School-house,  and  to  state  the  reasons 
therefor. 


USE    OF    BATHS.    COPLEY   SCHOOL- 
HOUSE. 

The  Chairman  presented  a  report  to  the 
effect  that  the  Bath  Trustees  had  informed 
him  that  they  desired  to  make  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  School  Committee  permitting 
them  to  take  charge  of  the  baths  in  the 
Copley  School-house  evenings,  and  keep 
them  open  for  the  use  of  the  general  pub- 
lic. The  Trustees  offered  to  make  at  their 
expense  whatever  changes  were  necessary 
in  the  building,  to  reimburse  the  School 
Committee  for  the  expense  of  the  electric 
lighting  and  for  the  coal  consumed  in  heat- 
ing the  building  and  water  for  the  baths. 
The  Trustees  offered  to  pay  for  the  elec- 
tric lights  at  the"  rate  of  25c.  per  hour, 
and  for  the  coal  at  the  rate,  of  one-half 
ton  of  coal  per  night,  at  the  contract  price 
paid  by  the  School  Committee.  Bills  for 
the  electric  lighting  and  coal  will  be  ren- 
dered to  the  Bath  Trustees  by  the  School 
Committee  on  the  tenth  of  each  month. 
The  Bath  Trustees  will  also  employ  the 
regular  janitor  of  the  building  to  take 
charge  of  the  heating  apparatus,  and  are 
to  pay  her  themselves;  and  will  furnish 
on  evenings  when  the  baths  are  to  be  used 
by  men,  two  male  attendants  from  their 
own  employees  to  take  charge  of  the  baths 
and  clean  the  part  of  the  building  used, 
and   two   female  attendants   on   the  nights 
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when  the  baths  are  to  toe  used  toy  women 
and  girls. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Bath  Trustees  desired 
to  open  the  baths  at  once  the  Chairman 
reported  that  after  consulting  the  members 
of  the  committee  he  had  consented  to  the 
baths  being  opened  on  Tuesday  evening, 
April  16,  and  recommended  that  this  action 
and  the  continuance  of  the  arrangements 
set  forth  in  this  report  be  approved  by  the 
Board. 

Accompanying  the  foregoing  statement 
was  a  communication  from  the  General 
Superintendent  of  the  Bath  Department 
stating  that  the  arrangements  as  stated 
therein  are  as  understood  by  that  depart- 
ment. 

Placed  on  file,  and  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Brock,  the  action  and  recommendation  of 
the  Chairman  as  contained  in  the  fore- 
going report  were  approved  and  adopted.

RESOLUTIONS   ON   DEATH   OP  .ELLEN 
M.   MURPHY. 

Mr.  William  S.  Kenny  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  has  learned 
with  sincere  regret  of  the  death  of  Miss 
Ellen  M.  Murphy,  late  master  of  the  Dilla- 
way District,  which  took  nlace  on  Satur- 
day, April  13,  1907,  after  a  lingering  illness. 

Miss  Murphy  was  born  in  Roxtaury  on 
March  17,  1860;  was  graduated  from  the 
Dillaway  Grammar  School  in  1875,  from  the 
Roxbury  High  School  in  1S78,  and  from  the 
Boston   Normal   School   in   1879. 

In  November,  1880,  she  was  appointed  as 
a  permanent  teacher  in  the  Lewis  School 
where  she  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
first  assistant  in  1896.  She  remained  in 
this  latter  position  until  October  1,  1906, 
when  she  became  master  of  the  Dillaway 
School. 

Miss  Murphy,  it  will  be  seen,  was  a 
product  of  the  Boston  public  school  sys- 
tem in  which  practically  her  entire  life 
was  spent,  first  as  a  pupiJ  and  then  as  a 
teacher,  rising  finally  to  the  important 
and  responsible  position  of  principal  of  a 
large  elementary  school  district,  the  duties 
of  which  she  discharged  with  efficiency 
and  faithfulness  during  the  brief  period 
she  was  permitted  to  enjoy  the  well  earned 
reward  for  her  many  years  of  devoted 
service.  The  public  schools  of  Boston  have 
always  been  fortunate  in  the  quality, 
character  and  zeal  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  to  the  high  standard  so  long  estab- 
lished,   Miss  Murphy   fully  conformed. 


RESOLVED,  That  these  resolutions  be 
spread  upon  the  records  of  this  Board,  and 
that  a  copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to 
Miss  Murphy's  family  as  evidence  of  the 
high  regard  in  which  she  was  held  and  as 
an  expression  of  sympathy  in  their  grief. 

Adopted  unanimously. 


DEATH  OF  ALICE   T.    KELLEY. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny  the 
following  minute  was  ordered  spread  upon 
the  records: 

The  death  of  Miss  Alice  T.  Kelley  re- 
moves a  teacher  whose  long  and  faithful 
service  deserves  at  least  a  word  of  appre- 
ciation on  the  part  of  this  Board. 

Miss  Kelley  entered  the  service  on  Octo- 
ber 9.  1871,  as  third  assistant  in  the  Sher- 
win  District.  On  December  1,  1884,  she  was 
appointed  second  assistant  in  the  same  dis- 
trict. On  September  4,  1895,  she  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  position  of  third  assistant  in 
the  Hyde  District,  where  she  remained  un- 
til her  death  on  April  19,  1907. 

There  is  ever  in  the  community  a  warm 
feeling  of  regard,  often  of  affection,  for 
those  devoted  men  and  women  who  spend 
their  lives  not  merely  in  the  teaching 
prescribed  in  courses  of  study,  but  in  the 
up-building  of  character,  and  in  impressing 
upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  their  pupils 
the  more  important  lessons  that  make  for 
civic  righteousness  and  fidelity  to  high 
ideals  in  home  as  well  as  in  business  life. 
These  duties  and  privileges  were  dis- 
charged by  Miss  Kelley  for  more  than 
thirty-five  years  in  the  schools  of  this  city 
with  untiring  fidelity  and  zeal.

PREPARATION  OF  PAYROLLS,  AND  IN- 
VENTORY  OF   SCHOOL   PROPERTY. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived: 

Boston,  April  IS,  1907. 
School  Committee,  City  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen: 

T  desire  to  place  before  '..he  Committee 
for  its  consideration  a  suggestion  in  re- 
gard to  the  preparation  of  the  pay  roll  of 


the  department  which  I  believe  will  tend 
to  facilitate  the  work  of  preparation  and 
make  the  pay  roll  indicate  with  exactness 
the  service  it  is  intended  to  cover. 

At  present,  the  principal  of  each  school 
district  is  asked,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
month,  to  certify  to  the  Business  Agent 
the  amount  to  "which  each  teacher  will 
be  entitled  for  service  to  the  end  of  that 
month.  It  is  the  usual  practice  to  certify 
the  teacher  for  the  full  salary  for  the 
month,  less  deduction  for  absence  in  the 
previous  month.  Special  assistants  are  cer- 
tified only  to  the  fifteenth  of  the  month, 
and  Substitutes  only  for  service  up  to  the 
end   of  the   previous  month. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  a 
pay  roll  thus  made  up,  does  not  at  all 
represent  the  service  it  assumes  to  cover, 
and  it  creates  three  different  dates  to 
which  settlement  has  been   made. 

It  frequently  happens  that,  after  a  pay 
roll  has  been  prepared  and  before  it  goes 
to  the  City  Auditor,  a  teacher  resigns  or 
dies,  making  necessary  a  change  in  the 
roll  and  the  schedules  with  the  attendant 
liability  of  error.  If  the  roll  has  gone  to 
the  City  Auditor  it  is  necessary  to  request 
that  payment  be  withheld,  and  adjustment 
must  be  made  on  the  following  pay  roll. 
If  payment  has  been  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  it  becomes  the  unpleasant  duty 
of  the  Business  Agent  to  attempt  collec- 
tion of  any  amount  overpaid. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  pay 
roll,  which  should  be  disposed  of  as  any- 
other  item  of  the  office  routine,  really 
compels  almost  continual  attention,  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  work. 

I  am  confident  that  the  principals  would 
be  glad  to  have  their  certification  more 
nearly  meet  their  ideas  of  correct  business 
procedure,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  reliev- 
ing this  certification  of  its  perfunctory 
features  would  tend  to  add  to  the  act  of 
certification,  that  serious  responsibility 
which  its  importance  demands. 

With  these  remarks,  which  are  offered 
for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  conditions 
it  is  proposed  to  improve,  I  beg  to  offer 
the  following  suggestion: 

I  suggest  that,  instead  of  preparing  the 
pay  roll  in  advance,  as  at  present,  it  be 
prepared  the  first  part  of  the  month  and 
cover  all  service  to  the  end  of  the  previous 
month.  In  order  to  do  this  it  will  be 
necessary  to  defer  the  payment  of  one 
roll  until  the  month  following.  In  this 
connection  I  wish  to  say  that,  under  the 
present  conditions,  the  teachers  are  paid 
anywhere  from  the  25th  to  the  30th  of  the 
month,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  City 
Treasurer  could  arrange  to  pay  them  from 
the  10th  to  the  15th,  so  that  the  change 
from  the  present  method  to  the  one  sug- 
gested, would  mean  that  there  would  be 
a  delay  in  payment  of  one  month's  salary 
only  of  from  15  to  not  more  than  20  days. 
After  the  first  month  there  would  be  no 
difference. 

It  is  customary  at  summer  vacation  time 
to  give  to  the  teachers,  when  leaving,  their 
salary  for  June  and  July,  and,  upon  their 
return,  to  have  ready  for  payment  the  pay 
roll  for  August  which  is  available  for  the 
teachers  the  first  of  September.  It  is  also 
customary  to,  at  once,  prepare  the  pay  roll 
for  September  service,  which  is  payable 
the  latter  part  of  that  month. 

If  the  principle  in  my  remarks  commends 
itself  to  the  Committee,  it  is  my  sugges- 
tion that  the  change  be  made  at  the  com- 
ing summer  vacation,  as  it  would  then 
cause  less  inconvenience  than  at  any  other 
part  of  the  year.  The  plan  would  be,  to 
give  the  June  and  July  salaries,  as  at 
present;  on  the  return  in  September  pay 
the  August  salary,  and  then  defer  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salary  for  September,  until 
about  the  10th  of  October,  I  can  imagine 
no  serious  inconvenience  to  anyone  because 
of  this  slight  delay,  particularly  as,  if  the 
Committee  approve  the  change,  the  teach- 
ers will  have  ample  time  to  arrange  their 
affairs  so  as  to  prevent  any  inconvenience. 
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I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  present  method  tends  to  put 
the  greatest  hardship  on  that  class  of 
service  which,  because  of  its  non-contin- 
uous employment,  is  least  able  to  stand  it, 
viz:  the  Substitute  service,  which  is 
obliged  to  wait  an  average  of  40  days  for 
its  pay. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
plan  proposed  in  my  suggestion  promises 
advantages  which  far  outweigh  any  possi- 
ble temporary  inconveniences  which  might 
be  incident  to  its  introduction. 

Would  also  suggest  the  advisability  of 
having  a  complete  inventory  of  school 
property  taken  at  the  close  of  the  present 
term.  From  information  which  has  come 
to  me,  I  believe  that  there  is  a  consider- 
able amount  of  property  lying  idle  in  some 
of  the  schools,  which  might  be  made  useful 
in  other  schools  which  have  not  been  so 
fully  equipped,  or  (if  that  use  is  not  practi- 
cal) which  might  be  disposed  of  by  sale 
or  by  exchange  for  supplies  which  are  now 
required   for  use. 

I  believe  this  inventory  could  be  taken 
without  any  encroachment  on  the  vaca- 
tion of  the  masters,  if  the  decision  to  have 
it  made  is  arrived  at  early,  so  that  time 
may  be  had  to  acquaint  the  masters  with 
what  is  expected  of  them,  and  to  prepare 
the  necessary  forms.

GIRLS'     HIGH     SCHOOL    OF    APPLIED 
ARTS.

Woman's    Education    Association. 

To    the    School   Committee    of   the    City    of 

Boston- 
Gentlemen:  In  1S96,  the  Woman's  Educa- 
tion Association,  through  its  President, 
Secretary  and  Committee  on  Public 
Schools,  presented  a  petition  to  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  repre- 
senting, 

"That  in  our  opinion  the  time  has  come 
for  the  establishment  of  a  course  in  House- 
hold Arts  for  girls. 

"That  public  opinion  will  sustain  the 
School  Committee  in  following  the  exam- 
ple of  nearly  all  other  large  cities  in  of- 
fering to  g-irls  some  of  the  benefits  of 
manual  training  which  are  so  freely  given 
to  boys. 

"That  the  development  and  improvement 
of  home  life  tends  directly  toward  the 
making  of  good  citizens."' 

At  that  time  it  seemed  feasible  to  es- 
tablish a  tentative  course  at  the  Mechanic 
Arts  High  School,  but  the  pressure  in 
other  directions  prevented. 

An  exhibit— the  forerunner  of  several 
shown  since— was  set  up  in  June.  1896,  at 
the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman's  Education  Asso- 
ciation to  illustrate  some  of  the  work  de- 
sired to  be  accomplished. 

On  January  11,  1897,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Mr.  Edwin  P.  Seaver,  addressed 
a  letter  to  Mrs.  Alice  Freeman  Palmer, 
tlien  President  of  the  Association  (see 
Woman's  Education  Association  report  for 
1S9S)  asking  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
Association  in  outlining  a  course  of  studv 
for  "a  proposed  Industrial  High  School  for 
Girls." 

In  response  to  this  request,  a  flexible 
course  was  outlined  by  a  sub-committee 
consisting  of  Mrs.  Ellen  H.  Richards,  Miss 
Amy  M.  Homans,  Miss  Mary  L.  Foster, 
and  Miss  Dora  Williams.  The  purpose  of 
the  work  outlined  was  stated  as  follows: 
"The  underlying  object  of  the  courses  is  to 
help  the  pupil  to  such  control  over  herself 
and  her  surroundings  as  will  enable  her 
to  overcome  fate  instead  of  being  con- 
quered by  it." 

In  the  ten  years  since,  Boston  has  not 
perceptibly  advanced  beyond  the  "under 
consideration"  stage,  as  stated  in  Mr.  Sea- 
ver's  letter  above  quoted. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  has  now 
taken  up  the  matter  and  the  Report  of 
the  Commission  on  Industrial  and  Techni- 
cal Education  furnishes  the  strongest  argu- 
ments for  a  training  in  "industrial  intelli- 
gence, knowledge  of  materials,  ideas  of 
cost,  ideas  of  organization,  business  sense, 
and  a  conscience  which  recognizes  obliga- 
tions." This  training  is  considered  to  har- 
monize with  "the  original  purpose  of  pub- 
lic education  in  Massachusetts  (which  was) 
to  fit  its  youth,  through  the  learning  af- 
forded by  the  schools,  to  be  intelligent 
citizens." 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  teaching  section 
of  the  Lake  Placid  Conference  held  on 
December  31,  1906,  at  Pratt  Institute,  Pro- 
fessor Snedden,  of  Teachers'  College,  New- 
York,  and  Dr.  Balliet,  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Pedagogy,  emphasized  the  need  of  both 
educational  and  vocational  courses  in  our 
high  schools  and  the  need  of  a  variety  of 
types  of  such  courses,  and  Dr.  Balliet  fur- 
ther remarked  that  he  believed  there  was 
danger  in  being  too  educational  rather  than 
in  being  too  practical. 

In    v;ew    of    the    fact    that    the    general 
trend  of  the  best  thought  of  the  time  has 
set  more  and  more  strongly  in  this  direc- 
tion,   the   Woman's    Education   Association 
respectfully  petitions  for  the  establishment 
of  a  High  School  of  Applied  Arts  for  Girls. 
Flora  Gray,  President, 
Amy  Gordon  Grant,  Secretary, 
Ellen   H.    Richards,    Chairman    of   the 
Committee  on  Public  Schools.

COMMISSION  TO  CONSIDER  MATTERS 
AFFECTING  HEALTH  OF  CHILDREN 
ATTENDING  FIRST  THREE  GRADES. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stor'-ow  the  report  of 
the  Commission  appointed  in  June,  1906,  to 
report  on  matters  relating  to  the  health  of 
children  attending  the  first  three  grades 
(School  Document  No.  2,  1907)  was  taken 
from  the  table,  and  certain  recommenda- 
tions contained  therein  were  acted  upon 
as  follows: 

I.    Regarding  the  school  buildings: 
(1.)    That    efficient   artificial   lighting 
be  installed  in  all  school-rooms  and 
toilets. 
(2.)  That  until  such  efficient  artificial 
lighting  be  installed,  the  masters  be 
empowered     to     dismiss     on     dark 
afternoons  those  rooms  where  the 
light  is  so  dim  as  to  strain  the  eyes 
of  the  pupils. 
(3.)    That    the    windows    be    cleaned 
more  frequently,    especially   during 
the  winter  months. 
Referred  to  the  committee  of  oculists  and 
electricians  appointed  by  the  Chairman  in

DUPLICATION     OF     COURSES,     LATIN 
AND  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  May  20,  1907, 
in  response  to  the  order  passed  by  the 
Board  on  May  21,  1906,  that  the  Superin- 
tendent be  requested  to  consider  and  re- 
port on  the  feasibility  of  a  better  definition 
of  the  work  of  the  Latin  and  high  schools 
in  order  that  unnecessary  duplication  of 
courses  may  be  avoided,  stating  that  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  the  suburban  high 
schools  prepare  pupils  for  admission  to  col- 
lege, but  that  this  preparation  should  not 
be  allowed  to  'interfere  with  the  work  of 
the  schools  for  non-college  preparatory 
pupils;  also  that  one  difficulty  is  that  the 
presence  of  college  preparatory  classes 
causes  an  excess  of  small  sections  in  the 
fourth  year.  This,  in  turn,  increases  un- 
duly the  numbers  in  the  sections  of  the 
first  year  subjects. 

For  these  conditions  two  remedies  have 
been  suggested:  first,  that  separate  col- 
lege preparatory  sections  be  discontinued, 
and,  second,  that  some  restriction  be  placed 
upon  the  organization  of  small  classes  in 
the  first  year  of  continuous  subjects,  such 
as  the  foreign  languages. 

Conferences  of  the  principals  of  high 
schools  have  been  held  with  reference  to 
the  first  of  these  suggestions,  and  in  the 
making  of  programs  for  next  year  care 
will  be  taken  to  avoid  separate  college  sec- 
tions wherever  this  can  be  done  without 
detriment  to  the  work  of  the  school. 

The  second  suggestion  concerns  the 
course  of  study,  and  it  was  therefore  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Superintendents  for 
consideration.  That  Board  has  recom- 
mended that  the  course  of  study  be  amend- 
ed so  as  to  prevent  the  beginning  of  first 
year  classes  in  a  foreign  language  with  a 
small  number  of  pupils.

SAND  GARDEN  IN  YARD  OF  NOR- 
CROSS  SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the

The  supervising  nurse  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  director  of 
physical  training  and  athletics,  have  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  district  nurses,  be 
responsible  for  the  efficiency  and  character 
of  the  service  performed  by  each  nurse, 
and  perform  such  additional  duties-  as  the 
director  of  physical  training  and  athletics 
may  direct. 

2.  She  shall  determine,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  director  of  physical  train- 
ing and  athletics,  the  hours  of  service  to 
be  rendered  on  school  days  and  on  Satur- 
days and  during  vacations  by  the  district 
nurses. 

3.  She  shall  '  inspect  and  regulate  the 
work  of  the  district  nurses,  instruct  them 
in  their  duties,  and  see  that  the  time  spent 
in  each  district  by  the  nurse  assigned 
thereto  is  regularly  recorded. 

4.  She  shall  make  requisition  for  the  nec- 
essary supplies  for  each  nurse. 

5.  She  shall  make  such  reports  as  may  be 
required  by  the  superintendent. 

6.  She  shall  be  entitled  to  four  weeks' 
vacation  during  each  calendar  year,  to  be 
taken  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  super- 
intendent may  appoint. 


It  shall  be  the  special  duty 
of  the  district  nurses  to  assist  the  medical 
inspectors  assigned  to  the  public  schools, 
to  see  that  the  directions  given  by  the 
inspectors  are  carried  out,  and  to  give 
such  instruction  to  the  pupils  as  will  pro- 
mote their  physical  welfare.

7.  They  shall  keep  a  record  in  such 
form  as  the  superintendent  may  determine 
of  the  name,  age,  address,  disease,  and 
treatment  of  each  pupil  examined  in 
school.  Also  a  separate  record  of  all  ex- 
cluded pupils  and  pupils  to  be   visited. 

S.  They  shall  obtain  daily  a  list  of  all 
excluded  pupils. 

9.  They  shall  visit  excluded  pupils  at 
their  homes;  provided,  that  such  visits 
shall  not  be  made  in  cases  of  smallpox, 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  whoop- 
ing cough  or  mumps,  and  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  visits  made  by  them,  and  the 
outcome  of  each  case. 

10.  Revisits  shall  be  made  from  time  to 
time,  if  necessary. 

11.  They  shall  make  personal  visits  to 
homes  to  give  necessary  instructions  or 
suggestions,  and  may  demonstrate  the 
treatment  of  pediculosis.  In  the  case  of 
diseases   that   cannot   properly   be   treated 


at  the  home  by  the  nurse  or  parents,  the 
services  of  a  physician,  or  treatment  at 
a  dispensary,   should  be  urged. 

12.  Cases  of  trachoma  shall  not  be  treat- 
ed by  the  nurses.  All  such  cases  should 
be  excluded  from  school,  and  the  pupil 
returned  only  on  the  certificate  of  the 
medical  inspector,  stating  that  all  dan- 
ger of  conveying  such  disease  by  such 
pupil  has  passed. 

13.  If  from  some  unforeseen  cause  a  dis- 
trict nurse  is  unable  to  attend  to  her  duty, 
she  shall  notify  the  supervising  nurse  or 
the  superintendent  at  once  by  telephone, 
telegram  or  special  messenger.  This  noti- 
fication shall  be  followed  within  five  hours 
by  a  written  application  for  leave  of  ab- 
sence. Before  returning  to  duty  after 
leave  of  absence  exceeding  one  day  for 
any  cause,  a  district  nurse  shall  report  in 
person  to  the  supervising  nurse,  and  shall 
furnish  a  certificate  from  her  attending 
physician,  if  one  has  been  employed  by  her 
during  her  absence,  if  the  supervising 
nurse  shall  so  require. 

14.  Each  district  nurse  shall  be  entitled 
to  four  weeks'  vacation  during  each  calen- 
dar year,  to  be  taken  at  such  time  or  times 
as  the  supervising  nurse,  with  the  appro- 
val of  the  superintendent,  may  appoint.

COMMISSION  TO  CONSIDER  MATTERS 
AFFECTING  HEALTH  OF  CHILDREN 
ATTENDING  FIRST  THREE  GRADES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board    of   Superintendents,   under   date   of 


May  3,  1907,  stating  that  it  has  duly  con- 
sidered certain  recommendations  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  medical  commission 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee  to  re- 
port on  the  health  of  children  attending 
the  first  three  grades,  and  referred  to  it 
for  consideration  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  held  on  Apr.  29,  1907,  viz.: 

II.  Regarding    the    sessions    and  re- 
cesses : 

(1)  That   the   present  rule   of   two 
sessions  be  continued. 

(2)  That   the    afternoon    recess    be 
lengthened  and  devoted  to  play. 

III.  Regarding  the  curriculum: 
That  games   and  manual   training, 

so    far     as     possible     chosen    by     the 
pupils,    be   introduced  in   place  of  the 
present  schedule  during  the  last  hour 
of   the  afternoon   session. 
During  the  present  year  a  revision  of  the 
course    of    study    has    been    prepared    and 
adopted  for  use  during  the   coming  school 
year;   and   teachers   are  requested   to   keep 
a  careful   record  of  the  modifications  that 
may  from  time  to  time  seem  desirable   so 
that  when  revision  is  undertaken,  the  ben- 
efit  of  their  experience  may   be   had.      To 
put   the   recommendations   of   the  commis- 
sion   into    effect    now    would    necessitate    a 
reassignment    of    time    and   a    considerable 
modification  of  the  course  as  outlined.    The 
Board  of  Superintendents  is  of  the  opinion 
that   the   desirability   of  adopting   the   rec- 
ommendations  can   best   be   determined  by 
taking    them    up    in    connection    with    the 
proposed  revision  of  the     course  of  study. 
It    therefore   recommends    that   no    further 
action  be  taken  at  the  present  time.

AMENDMENTS  TO  RULES  AND  REGU-

vice, recommended  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents, and  laid  over  at  the  last  meet-

Mr.  Ellis  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
aforesaid  amendments  as  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  viz. :  sections 
105,  137,  139,  140,  284,  paragraph  2  of  section 
303,  sections  323,  324,  326,  3a7.  334,  419  omitting 
paragraphs  1  and  2,  and  section  420. 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny  moved  as  an 
amendment  that  paragraph  6  of  section  419 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

6.  She  shall  hold  herself  in  readiness 
to  perform  such  service  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  her  from  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  September  in  each  year  until 
the  closing  of  the  regular  day  schools 
in  June  of  the  following  year, 
and  that  paragraph  14  of  section  420  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

14.  They  shall  hold  themselves  m 
readiness  to  perform  such  service  as 
may  be  required  of  them  from  the 
second  Wednesday  in  September  in 
each  year  until  the  closing  of  the  reg- 
ular day  schools  in  June  of  the  follow- 
ing year. 

Mr.  Kenny's  motion  to  amend  was  lost 
by  a  vote  of  3  to  2.  Messrs.  Thomas  J. 
Kenny  and  William  S.  Kenny  voting  in 
the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Ellis's  motion  passed,  Messrs.  Thomas 
J.  Kenny  and  William  S.  Kenny  voting  in 
the  negative  so  far  as  paragraph  6  of  sec- 
tion 419  and  paragraph  14  of  section  420  are 
affected.

ing the  summer  of  1907,  was  amended  by 
substituting  the  Phillips-street  School  for 
the  Phillips  School. 

COURSE    OP    STUDY,    GIRLS'    HIGH 
SCHOOL  OF  PRACTICAL  ARTS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny,  the 
proposed  course  of  study  for  the  Girls' 
High  School  of  Practical  Arts,  recommend- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Superintendents  at  the 
last  meeting,  was  ordered  printed  in  the 
minutes. 


INTRODUCTION. 

1.  Pupils  are  admitted  to  the  Girls*  High 
School  of  Practical  Arts  by  action  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  as  follows: 

(a)  Graduates  of  the  Boston  elementary 
schools  are  admitted  in  the  order  of  their 
application. 

(b)  Graduates  of  private  schools  whose 
standards  are  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  may  be  admitted  on  pres- 
entation of  certificates  signed  by  the  proper 
authorities. 

(c)  Other  candidates  are  admitted  on  ex- 
amination equivalent  to  that  required  for 
graduation  from  the  elementary  schools  of 
Boston.  These  examinations  are  .held  on 
the  second  Saturday  and  the  preceding  Fri- 
day in  June,  and  on  the  second  Wednesday 
and  following  Thursday  in  September. 

(d)  Candidates  for  admission  from  other 
secondary  schools  should  apply  to  the  head- 
master of  the  school,  and  should  be  recom- 
mended by  him  to  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents for  admission.  On  presentation  of 
satisfactory  evidence  which  may  consist  of 
certificates  signed  by  the  proper  authori- 
ties, or  of  examinations,  the  head-master 
will  determine  the  subjects  and  the  num- 
ber of  points  for  which  advanced  standing 
may  be  given  and  will  issue  certificates 
therefor. 

2.  The  school  is  in  session  six  hours  per 
day  for  five  days  in  the  week.  Of  this 
time,  ten  minutes  are  given  to  opening 
exercises  and  thirty  minutes  to  recess.  The 
rest  of  the  time  is  divided  into  seven 
periods  of  about  forty-five  minutes  each. 


THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  purpose  of  this  school  is  to  give 
full  opportunity  for  the  development  of 
that  type  of  students  whose  talents  lie 
more  in  lines  of  doing  and  expressing  than 
in  lines  of  acquisition.  The  course  of  study 
is  presented  under  two  •  general  heads, — 
academic  and  industrial,  and  will  usually 
demand  four  years  for  its  completion. 
Seventy-six  points,  of  which  at  least 
twelve  must  be  gained  in  the  industrial 
departments,  constitute  the  minimum  re- 
quirement for  a  diploma.  All  studies  in 
this  school  are  presented  in  half-year 
courses,  and  diplomas  may  be  granted  in 
February  or  in  June.  This  arrangement 
of  work  is  deemed  of  personal  and  aca- 
demic advantage  to  students,  as  it  allows 
them  when  obliged  to  remain  out  of  school 
for  a  time,  to  resume  their  studies  at  the 
beginning  of  the  first  half  year  in  Septem- 
ber or  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  half 
year  in  February. 

The  Academic  Departments  are  English, 
History,  Art,  Mathematics,  Science,  Mod- 
ern Foreign  Languages.  The  Industrial 
Department  presents  (a)  Household  Science 
vanced;  (c)  Millinery,  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced; (c)  Millinery,  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced. The  work  in  Household  Science 
and  Arts  is  offered  to  girls  who  desire  to 
make  an  intelligent  study  of  the  home 
from   the   standpoints   of   sanitation,    deco- 


ration, and  care.  The  Sewing  and  Milli- 
nery Departments  aim  to  give  ideals,  taste 
and  skill  which  shall  have  money  earning 
value  for  the  possessor.

Studies  followed  by  "e"  are  elective,  others 
are  required.  Diplomas  are  granted  when  70 
points   have   been    gained. 

ENGLISH,  (16  points  required.)  The  aim 
of  the  English  department  is  two-fold:  (1) 
To  gain  a  permanent  interest  in  standard 
English  and  American  authors  through 
first  hand  study  of  their  works.  (2)  To 
train  the  student  to  rapid,  simple,  English 
composition  in  the  lines  of  most  frequent 
need. 

HISTORY.  (4  points  required;  4  points 
elective.) 

The  required  work  in  History  aims 
through  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
biographical  studies,  to  thoroughly  fix  in 
the  minds  of  the  pupils  the  great  events 
and  main  currents  of  world  history. 

SCIENCE.  (4  points  required;  8  points 
elective.) 

The  required  points  of  Science  include 
elementary  chemistry,  physics,  and  botany, 
with  special  reference  to  household  ap- 
plications. 

FOREIGN     LANGUAGE.     (2    points     re- 
quired; 12  elective.) 
French   or   German. 

MATHEMATICS.     (4  points  required.) 
The    mathematics    include    algebra,     ob- 
servational  geometry,    business  arithmetic, 
elementary  household  accounts. 
ART.      (16  points  required.) 
The  Art  courses  embrace  drawing,  color, 
design.    They  include    well    organized    in-  • 
struction   in    various   phases    of    household 
decoration  and  furnishing,   and  in  costume 
design,  as  well  as  a  brief  practical  course 
in  mechanical  drawing. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT.  (12 

points  required;  4  points  elective.) 

(A)  Household  Science  and  Arts. 

These  courses  include  study  of  and  prac- 
tice in  cookery,  sewing,  machine  sewing, 
household  occupations,  dressmaking  and 
millinery.  They  aim  to  be  of  educational 
and  personal  rather  than  directly  of  com- 
mercial value. 

(B)  Sewing. 

These  courses  begin  with  plain  sewing 
and  proceed  to  advanced  stages,  including 
hand  and  machine  sewing,  dressmaking, 
cutting,  fitting,  costume  designing. 

Among  the  subjects  treated  are  textiles, 
their  properties,  merits,  and  manufacture; 
dressmaking  materials  and  appliances; 
principles  and  practice  in  designing,  cut- 
ting  and   fitting. 

(C)  Millinery. 

Materials  and  appliances  used  in  milli- 
nery.   Design, — principles  and  practice. 

Various  operations  in  millinery— facings, 
bows,  bands,  wiring,  frame-making,  hat 
trimming.

Mr.  J.  Randolph  Coolidge,  Jr.,  appeared 
and  submitted  for  consideration  a  proposal 
for  a  new  policy  in  the  location  of  public 
school  buildings  in  Boston;  i.e.,  to  estab- 
lish on  the  edge  of  one  or  more  of  the  city 
parks  elementary  school-houses  for  chil- 
dren who  live  in  congested  districts,  to 
transport  pupils  to  school  in  the  morning 
and  home  again  at  night  in  the  street  cars 
at  public  expense,  to  keep  the  children  in 
and  about  such  schools  all  day  for  five 
days  in  the  week,  and  to  supervise  their 
play  and  their  study  periods  so  that  on 
school  days  they  shall  no  longer  play  in  the 
streets  nor  study  at  home. 

Mr.  R.  Clipston  Sturgis,  Chairman  of  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission,  made  a  state- 
ment with  regard  to  the  growth  of  the 
school  population  in  the  West  End,  North 
End  and  East  Boston,  and  discussed  the 
proposition  submitted  by  Mr.  Coolidge  with 
especial  reference  to  the  planning  and  cost 
of  school-houses  in  crowded  districts  as 
compared  with  suburban  locations  where 
larger  sites  are  available. 

Mr.  Arthur  A.  Shurtleff,  landscape  archi- 
tect, spoke  briefly  of  the  comparative  ad- 
vantages of  putting  Mr.  Coolidge's  plan 
into  effect  in  or  adjacent  to  Franklin  Park 
and  Franklin  Field. 

The  proposal  submitted  by  Mr.  Coolidge 
was  placed  on  file,  and  the  Board  took  the 
matter  under  further  consideration.

4.  When  sub-masters,  master's  assistants 
or  first  assistants  are  absent,  a  substitute

VACATION   SCHOOLS. 

The  Superintendent  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  the  Superintendent  be 
authorized  to  engage  a  lecturer  and  to 
provide  material  for  a  course  of  ten  demon- 
stration lectures  in  basket-making  and 
weaving  for  the  benefit  of  teachers  in 
vacation  schools  at  an  expense  not  to  ex- 
ceed seventy-five  dollars  ($75). 
Passed. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
June  3,  1907,  stating  that  it  has  carefully 
considered  the  recommendations  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  of  Business  Men  for  the 
High  School  of  Commerce,  referred  to  said 
Board  at  the  last  meeting,  and  offers  the 
following  report  thereon: 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  does  not 
approve  of  locating  the  High  School  of 
Commerce  on  the  Winthrop  School  site. 

Suggestion  1.  That  the  session  consist  of 
seven  regular  periods  (exclusive  of  re- 
cesses) extending  from  9  A.M.  to  3  P.M.  or 
thereabouts  (a  six-hour  session  approxi- 
mately). 

This  suggestion  has  been  embodied  in 
the  rules  adopted  for  the  High  School  of 
Commerce. 

Suggestion  2.  That  the  position  of  the 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Business  Tech- 
nique be  filled  by  competitive  examination 
to  be  held  in  May,  1907;  that  this  exam- 
ination be  not  restricted  to  college  grad- 
uates; that  of  the  1,000  points  which  a  can- 
didate may  secure,  250  be  allowed  for 
actual  business  experience  or  for  teaching 
which  may  be  equivalent  to  actual  busi- 
ness experience,  250  for  academic  subjects, 
and  500  for  technical  subjects. 

(a)  The  Board  of  Superintendents  does 
not  recommend  that  the  restriction  of  col- 
lege graduation  should  be  waived  in  the 
examination  for  the  position  of  Head  of 
the  Department  of  'Business  Technique. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Superintendents  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  proposed  plan  for  rat- 
ing candidates  taking  the  above-named  ex- 
amination would  not  serve  the  end  in  view 
as  satisfactorily  as  the  method  which  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  has  adopted  and 
used  in  all  its  examinations  during  the 
past  year. 

Suggestion  3.  That  all  heads  of  depart- 
ments now  serving  or  hereafter  to  be  ap- 
pointed be  ranked  as  masters  and  ap- 
pointed at  the  minimum  salary  of  the 
master's  grade  ($2,340). 

(a)  The  Board  of  Superintendents  would 
approve  placing  the  salary  of  all  heads  of 
departments  now  serving  in  or  hereafter 
to  be  appointed  to  the  High  School  of 
Commerce  at  the  minimum  of  $2,340,  pro- 
vided that  the  same  salary  schedule  should 
be  applied  to  similar  positions  in  the  other 
high  schools  of  the  city. 


(b)  The  Board  of  Superintendents  grants 
the  importance  of  the  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Business  Technique.  The  sub- 
jects embraced  under  this  title,  penman- 
ship, stenography,  typewriting  and  book- 
keeping, are  now  being  ably  taught  to 
more  than  3,000  pupils  in  the  secondary 
schools  of  this  city,  and  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  maintains  that  no  greater 
skill  is  required  from  a  teacher  of  these 
branches  in  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
than  from  a  teacher  of  the  same  studies 
in  the  other  secondary  schools  throughout 
the  city;  or  in  other  words,  pupils  now 
pursuing  in  the  various  high  schools  of 
the  city  the  studies  included  under  the 
head  of  Business  Technique  demand  and 
are  entitled  to  instruction  in  no  wise  in- 
ferior to  that  given  to  pupils  in  the  High 
School  of  Commerce. 

Suggestions  4  and  5.  That  any  teacher  in 
the  school,  at  the  end  of  his  first  or  proba- 
tionary year,  be  discontinued  in  service  or 
reduced  in  grade  upon  recommendation  of 
the  head-master  and  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent That  a  second  probationary  year 
may  be  required  of  a  teacher  before  con- 
firmation in  his  position. 

These  suggestions  are  now  covered  by  the 

reSuggestlOn  6.  That  for  the  year  1907-19O3 
the  minimum  salary  of  one  junior-master 
($1  476)  be  available  for'  use  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  head-master  and  the  Superinten- 
dent for  the  employment  of  special  lectur- 
ers in  connection  with  such  portions  of 
the  course  as  cannot  be  treated  by  the 
regular  teachers.  . 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  recom- 
mends that  an  appropriation  for  the  em- 
ployment  of   special     lecturers     should   be 

Suggestion  7.  That  pupils  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  first  year  and  the  fifth  year 
classes  only  and  only  at  the  beginning  ot 
the  year;  except  that  pupils  who  pass  ex- 
aminations in  the  work  of  any  part  of  the 
course  may  be  admitted  to  such  standing 
as  their  previous  training,  justifies. 

The  following  paragraphs  from  the  rules 
governing  admission  to  the  High  School 
of  Commerce  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
above  suggestions:  .     . 

(d)  Candidates  for  admission  from 
other  secondary  schools  should  applv 
to  the  head-master  of  the  school,  and 
should  be  recommended  by  him  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  admis- 
sion. -  On  presentation  of  satisfactory 
evidence  which  may  consist  of  certifi- 
cates signed  by  the  proper  authorities 
or  of  examinations,  the  head-master 
will  determine  the  subjects  and  the 
number  of  points  for  which  advanced 
standing  may  be  given,  and  will  issue 
certificates  therefor. 

(e)  Graduates  from  a  four  years 
course  of  a  Boston  high  school,  or 
graduates  from  other  secondary  high 
schools  of  equal  grade,  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  are 
admitted  to  the  special  course. 

Suggestion  8.  That  at  the  end  of  any 
half  year,  pupils  who  show  lack  of  apti- 
tude tor  the  work  or  who  cannot  adapt 
themselves  to  the  discipline  of  the  school 
or  appreciate  its  purposes  may  be  dropped 
from  the  school  by  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent, with  the  right  of  appeal  to  th<= 
Superintendent  and  from  him  to  the  School 
Board.  .  ,    ,  „ 

This  suggestion  is  provided  for  m  section 
359  of  the  regulations. 

Suggestion  9.  The  committee  approves 
the  present  course  of  study,  but  recognizes 
the  fact  that  as  the  work  develops,  consid- 
eration should  be  given  to  such  modifica- 
tions of  the  course  as  experience  suggests. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  in  issuing 
the  course  of  study  for  the  High  School  of 
Commerce  intended  that  it  should  be  con- 
sidered as  provisional.  It  was  not  planned 
to  be  a  finished  or  final  course,  but  was 
sent  out  on  trial  with  the  express  purpose 
that  the  school-room  might  reveal  its  im- 
perfections, and  with  the  hope  that  after 
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much  testing,  discussion,  and  suggestion 
on  the  part  of  teachers  and  principals,  and 
others,  the  revised  course  might  commend 
itself  to  reason   and  judgment. 

Respecting  summer  employment  for  boys 
in  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  school: 
The  Advisory  Committee  recommends  that 
the  pupils  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
.after  the  second  and  third  years  of  the 
course  be  encouraged  to  spend  part  of  the 
long  vacation  in  actual  work,  and  that  they 
receive  a  proper  certificate  from  the  school 
authorities  as  to  the  time  so  spent.  The 
Advisory  Committee  expresses  the  hope 
that  business  men  generally  will  be  glad 
to   co-operate  in  the.  matter. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  approves 
of  the  summer  employment  of  boys  in  the 
second  and  third  years  of  the  High  School 
of  Commerce,  and  it  hopes  that  business 
men  will  co-operate  in  this  matter.  It 
would  be  impracticable  for  the  school  au- 
thorities to  grant  certificates  for  work  done 
outside   of  their  jurisdiction  and  control. 

Laid  over  to  the  next  meeting. 


EXPERIMENTAL,       USE        OF       MUSIC 
BOOKS  AND  PIANOLAS  IN  SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board    of    Superintendents,    under   date    of 
June    3,    1907,    recommending    that    the    ex- 
perimental use  of  music  books   authorized  . 
by  votes  of  the  School  Committee  June  27, 

1905,  and  Apr.  23,  1906,  shall  terminate  at 
the  expiration  of  the  present  school  year 
in  June,  1907,  also  that  the  experimental 
use  of  pianolas  in  three  schools  authorized 
by  vote  of  the  School   Committee  June  25, 

1906,  shall  terminate  at  the  expiration  of 
the  present  school  year  in  June,  1907. 
After  careful  observation  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
pianola  has  little  practical  value  in  an 
elementary  school,  but  that  in  the  Girls' 
High  School  and  the  Normal  School  its 
value  for  training  in  musical  appreciation 
is  unquestionably  apparent.  It  therefore 
recommends  the  purchase  of  a  pianola  for 
each  of  the  two  above-mentioned  schools. 

Laid  over  to  the  next  meeting. 

AMENDMENTS    TO    REGULATIONS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
June  3,  1907,  recommending  that  the  regu- 
lations be  amended  as  follows: 

Sect.  346;  paragraph  3.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the 
following:

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PRIZES      TO      PUPILS      IN      PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Oct.  3,  1907,  relative  to  a  communication 
from  the  Common  Council  requesting  the 
School  Committee,  through  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  offer  prizes  to  pupils  in  the  vari- 
ous classes  of  the  public  schools  for  excel- 
lence in  studies  and  deportment,  referred 
at  the  meeting  of  Feb.  18,  submitting  the 
following-  report:— 

Several  years  ago  it  was  the  custom  to 
encourage  children  by  means  of  prizes, 
medals,  etc.  The  effect  upon  the  individ- 
ual pupils  who  worked  for  them,  the  rival- 
ries ancL  jealousies  engendered,  together 
with  the  complaints  of  unfairness  and  par- 
tiality against  those  •who  distributed  them, 
led  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  forbid  all  such  rewards  with  the 
exception  of  a  very  few  which  had  be- 
come historical,  such  as  the  Franklin 
medal,  military  drill  prizes,  and  declama- 
tion prizes.  Those  who  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  schools  during  the  past 
years  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  schools 
have  been  benefited  by  such  restriction. 

Placed  on  file,  and  a  copy  ordered  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Common  Council 
through  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 


LEAVE   OF  ABSENCE   TO  AND   RESIG- 
NATION   OF    A    JANITOR.  -

PAYMENT  OF  SALARIES  DUE  TEACH- 
ERS AND   OTHER   EMPLOYEES. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Mayor,  and  with  the  lat- 
ter's  approval,  he  had  prepared  the  fol- 
lowing communication  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission with  regard  to  the  payment  of 
salaries'  due  teachers  and  other  employees 
of  the  Board: 

The  School  Committee  desires  to  submit 
for  consideration  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion the  question  as  to  what  plan  should 
be  adopted  for  paying  teachers'  salaries 
and  employees  of  the°School  Department 
OTomptlv  and  at  the  same  time  fulfilling 
the  requirements  necessary  for  proper 
municipal  accounting. 

Under  the  system  formerly  m  vogue 
nav  rolls  for  the  school  teachers  and  the 
employees  or  the  School.  Department  were 
certified  by  the  masters  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts about  the  middle  of  the  month  (that 
is  to  sly  when  only  half  the  services  cov- 
ered by  the  certification  were  rendered, 
and  when  absence  during  the  balance  of 
the  month  might  render  the  certification 
false)  It  seems  necessary  to  obtain  this 
certification  from  the  various  masters  be- 
■*  cause  they  are  in  Immediate  eharge  of  their 
schools,  and  are  the  ones  to  know  wheth- 
er or  not  the  services  are  rendered.  These 
pay  rolls  then  have  been  sent  by  the 
School  Department  to  the  City  Auditor  s 
office  where  they  are  audited  before  the 
services  are  completed  and  from  that 
office  are  sent  in  turn  to  the  office  of  the 
Citv  Treasurer,  who  begins  payment  in 
cash  by  means  of  the  City  Paymasters 
about  the  25th  of  the  month  (still  before 
the  services  are  fully  rendered),  and  com- 
pletes payments  on  or  about  the  2nd  or 
3rd  of  the  ensuing  month. 

Mr  William  J.  Smith,  Business  Agent  01 
the  School  Department,  who  is  an  experi- 
enced accountant,  has  advised  the  School 
Committee  that  this  system  is  not  a  proper 
accounting  method  for  making  these  pay- 
ments, because  the  masters  are  obliged,  on 
the  15th  of  the  month,  to  certify  to  services 
not  then  rendered  and  only  to  be  rendered 
during  the  ensuing  fifteen  days.  These 
pay  rolls  have  also  been  approved  by  the 
City  Auditor's  Department  before  the  ser- 
vices were  completely  rendered,  and  it  is 
also  true  that  the  City  Treasurer  has 
begun  paying  for  these  services  before 
they  were  completed. 
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On  the  other  hand,  if  the  pay  rolls  are 
certified  by  the  masters  on  the  1st  day  of 
the  month,  after  the  services  to  which 
they  certify  have  been  fully  rendered,  then 
under  the  system  of  auditing-  and  payment 
now  in  practice  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Auditor  and  the  City  Treasurer,  we  are 
informed  that  the  first  payments  cannot 
be  made  by  the  City  Paymasters  until  the 
10th  of  the  month;  so  all  the  salaries  would 
not  be  paid  until  the  17th  or  ISth  of  the 
month.  This  substantial  delay  in  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  is  a  serious  hardship  to 
the  teachers  and  to  others  employed  by 
the  School  Department,  and  is  especially 
severe  in  view  of  what  seems  to  be  the  in- 
adequate salaries  now  paid  our  school 
teachers,  particularly  in  view  of  the  sal- 
aries paid  to  employees  in  other  depart- 
ments of  the  City  who  are  neither  obliged 
to  furnish  a  high  school  certificate  nor  to 
submit  to  two  years  of  professional  train- 
ing after  graduating  from  the  high  school, 
nor  to  submit  to  one,  two  or  three  years 
of  substitute  or  practice  teaching  before 
receiving  their  first  regular  appointment, 
and  whose  work  does  not  seem  at  least  to 
exact  any  higher  standard  of  intellectual 
effort  or  character  compared  with  the  re- 
quirements which  are  enforced  for  the 
sake  of  our  schools  in  the  case  of  teachers. 

The  members  of  the  School  Committee 
are  not  expert  accountants,  and  hesitate  to 
disregard  the  advice  of  their  expert  ac- 
countant so  far  as  establishing  proper  pro- 
tection to  the  City  is  concerned,  but  they 
are  extremely  anxious  that  there  should 
be  the  least  possible  delay  in  the  payment 
of  services  rendered  the  School  Depai't- 
ment. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  we  have  consulted  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  find  that  cheques  for  all  school  sal- 
aries due  for  the  preceding  month  are 
placed  in  the  mail  in  New  York  on  the 
first  or  second  day  of  the  month,  so  that  all 
teachers  and  employees  of  the  New  York 
School  Department  are  in  receipt  of  their 
salaries  on  the  2nd  or  3d  day  of  the  month. 
We  also  understand  that  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago pays  promptly  by  means  of  a  system 
of  cheques,  and  that  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts pays  all  employees  by  cheque  on 
the  1st  of  the  month,  unless  they  notify 
the  Treasurer  that  they  prefer  to  come 
to  the  State  Treasurer's  office  to  receive 
cash.  It  seems  to  us  as  though  such  a 
system  as  the  State  Treasurer  employs 
could  be  devised,  and  that  it  would  meet 
the  accounting  objections  raised  by  Mr. 
Smith;  and  that  it  would  also  meet  the 
desire  of  the  teachers  and  other  employees 
for  prompt  payment,  with  which  we  are 
entirely  in  sympathy,  because  those  who 
are  willing  to  receive  cheques  could  all 
be  paid  by  the  2nd  or  3d  of  the  month, 
and  furthermore,  the  large  numbers  of 
ceachers  serving  in  our  schools  as  substi- 
tutes, who  are  now  obliged — in  order  to  get 
the  proper  certification— to  wait  until  the 
second  month  after  their  services  were 
rendered,  would  have  their  payments  ad- 
vanced from  thirty  to  forty  days,  and  be 
paid  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular 
teachers. 

The  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee 
has  conferred  with  the  Mayor  and  re- 
ceived his  consent  to  lay  this  matter  be- 
fore the  Finance  Commission. 

The  Chairman  also  submitted  a  communi- 
cation addressed  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
transmitting  to  him  a  copy  of  the  fore- 
going communication  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. 

On   motion    of   Mr.    Brock,    the    foregoing 


communications    were    approved    and    the 
Chairman  authorized  to  transmit  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny,  it 
was 

ORDERED,  That  in  view  of  the  unex- 
pected delay  which  has  resulted  in  the 
operation  of  the  new  system  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries,  and  as  the  matter  has 
been  referred  to  the  Finance  Commission 
for  an  early  settlement,  it  is  moved  that 
pending  this  report  the  Business  Agent  be 
hereby  instructed  to  return  to  the  method 
formerly  in  vogue,  and  that  the  order  of 
this  Board  of  June  10,  1907,  relating  to  this 
matter,  be  hereby  rescinded. 


PLAN  FOR  A  PENSION  SYSTEM  FOR 
BOSTON  SCHOOL  TEACHERS.

TELEPHONE  SERVICE,   NORMAL  AND 
OTHER   SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Oct.  21,  1907, 
in  response  to  the  order  of  the  Board  at 
its  meeting  of  Sept.  23,  1907,  requesting  him 
to  consider  and  report  on  the  necessity 
and  advisability  of  maintaining  telephone 
service  at  the.  Normal  School,  and  also 
with  regard  to  a  suitable  allowance  being 
made  principals  for  telephone  calls  on 
school  business,  as  follows: 

First,  the  necessity  of  immediate  and 
easy  inter-communication  between  the  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  school  system  is  very 
urgent.  There  should  be  free  communica- 
tion from  one  school  to  all  the  others  and 
with  headquarters.  A  school  system  main- 
tained at  an  expense  of  approximately  four 
million  dollars  per  year  is  justified  in  re- 
quiring the  telephone  service  outlined  be- 
low. The  proper  solution  lies  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  complete  system  of  tele- 
phones with  trunk  line  connections  and 
with  operators  at  the  Mason  Street  Build- 
ing. The  cost  *6f  such  equipment  in  SS 
buildings  with  ten  desk  telephones  at  the 
Mason  Street  Building  has  been  placed  at 
$4247  annually.  To  this  a  thousand  dollars 
a  year  for  the  salaries  of  operators  should 
be  added  and  some  allowance  for  extra 
local  calls.  The  total  cost  for  the  com- 
plete service  would  be-  approximately  $6000 
per  year. 

I  urgently  recommend  that  an  appropria- 
tion of  $6000  for  this  purpose  be  included 
in   the   budget   for  the  next  year. 

Until  such  time  as  the  above  recom- 
mendation is  put  into  effect,  I  deem  it  de- 
sirable that  the  present  service  in  the 
Normal  School  be  continued.  This  school 
promises  to  become  increasingly  a  center 
of  educational  activity  in  the  city.  Its 
large  lecture  hall  and  convenient  class 
rooms,  together  with  its  situation,  will 
tend  to  make  it  a  gathering  place  for  meet- 


ings and  conferences.  It  is  likely  that  ex- 
aminations held  by  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents will  be  conducted  at  this  school. 
The  Director  of  Kindergartens  has  an 
office  hour  in  the  building.  The  Supervisor 
of  Practice  will  be  located  there.  Both  of 
these  officials  need  to  be  in  free  communi- 
cation with  all  parts  of  the  city.  The 
present  system  of  sending  students  to 
various  parts  of  the  city  demands  quick 
connection  with  different   schools. 

"With  reference  to  telephone  tolls  in  the 
schools  under  the  present  system,  I  find 
that  the  returns  show  a  -wide  difference  of 
estimate  as  to  the  annual  cost  ranging 
from  three  dollars  to  forty-five  dollars  per 
school.  It  is  undesirable  that  the  princi- 
pals be  required  to  pay  for  this  service. 

I  recommend  that  until  the  adoption  and 
installation  of  the  general  system  recom- 
mended above,  the  Business  Agent  be 
authorized  to  approve  monthly  telephone 
bills  submitted  by  the  masters.

CAR      TICKETS      FOR.    NURSES;      EYE 
GLASSES  FOR  CHILDREN. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Oct.  21,  1907, 
presenting  a  communication  addressed  to 
him  by  Dr.  Margaret  E.  Carley,  Supervis- 
ing Nurse,  as  follows: 

Tour  attention  is  respectfully  called  to 
the  following  petition:  That  two  hundred 
(200)  car  tickets  per  week  be  provided  for 
the  nursing  staff  in  order  that  the  service 
mav  be  more  efficient.  The  nurse  is  fre- 
quently required  to  ride  from  one  district 
to  another  and  escort  pupils  to  the  several 
hospitals  or  dispensaries,  entailing  for  her 
considerable  expense  which  she  is  not  abl? 
to  sustain. 

I  wish  also  to  bring  to  your  notice  the 
necessity  for  an  immediate  appropriation 
to  provide  eye  glasses  for  needy  children 
whom  we  find  are  absolutely  unable  to  pay 
even  the  required  fees  of  ten  cents  for 
drops,  five  cents  for  bottles,  ten  cents  for 
shades,  ten  or  fifteen  cents  for  registra- 
tion, and  from  one  dollar  and  thirty-five 
cents  to  three  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents 
for  glasses.  Very  many  are  unable  to  se- 
cure even  ten  cents  for  car  fare.  The  fol- 
lowing will  illustrate  the  cost  of  taking  a 
clinic  of  six  children  from  any  suburban 
district  to  the  nearest  hospital   or  dispen- 

Car  fares,  60c;  registration  fee,  60c;  med- 
icine for  eye,  25c;  eye  shades,  60c;  total, 
$2-05.  .     ' ,     J 

A  lamentable  feature  is  that  many  chil- 
dren are  being  classed  as  backward  or 
feeble-minded  pupils  when  the  actual  trou- 
ble is  uncorrected  defective  vision.  Numer- 
ous cases,  which  were  considered  educa- 
tionally hopeless,  have  been  wonderfully 
benefited  by  the  application  of  suitable 
glasses. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny,  that 
part  of  the  foregoing  communication  relat- 
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ing  to  the  furnishing  of  car  tickets  for  the 
members  of  the  nursing  staff  was  ap- 
proved, and  the  Auditor  was  authorized  to 
issue  not  more  than  two  hundred  car  tick- 
ets per  week  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brock,  the  remainder 
of  the  communication  with  reference  to  an 
appropriation  to  meet  the  cost  of  eye 
glasses  and  treatment  for  the  eyes  of 
needy  children,  was  laid  on  the  table.

statement.  Thereupon,  the  chief  truant 
officer   shall    report   the    same    to    the    as- 
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sistant  superintendent  in  charge  of  the 
school  which  such  child  attends,  who  with 
the  principal  of  the  district,  shall  consider 
the  advisability  of  placing  such  child  in  a 
disciplinary  class,  and  if  such  action  be 
deemed  not  advisable,  the  chief  truant  offi 
cer  may,  in  his  discretion,  authorize  lesaJ 
proceedings  against  such  child.

ELIGIBILITY    OP     CERTIFICATE 
HOLDERS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
under  date  of  Nov.  6.  1907: 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  has  given 
careful  consideration  to  the  eligibility  of 
holders  of  various  grades  of  certificates 
which  are  now  valid  for  appointment  to 
positions  of  different  ranks  in  the  teaching 
service,  and  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report: — 

The  regulations  prescribe  that  a  person 
to  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a  teacher 
of  any  rank  must  hold  the  particular  cer-~ 
tiflcate  of  qualification  prescribed  for  that 
rank,  or  a  certificate  of  a  higher  grade 
which  includes  the  lower  and  required 
one;  and  this,  in  general,  has  been  specified 
in  the  regulations  for  many  years.  It  has 
happened  in  the  past,  however,  that  new 
positions  have  been  created  and  filled  by 
the  promotion  of  teachers  in  the  service, 
and  at  a  later  date  certificate  require- 
ments have  been  established  for  such  posi- 
tions which  were  not  held  by  those  who 
had  already  been  thus  appointed.  For  ex- 
ample; the  rank  of  first  assistant,  primal 
school,  was  created  in  1896,  but  no  certifi- 
cate requirements  were  established  for  this 
position  until  November  29,  1901,  when  it 
was  prescribed  that  a  person  to  be  eligible 
for  such  appointment,  or  as  a  first  assis- 
tant, grammar  school,  must  hold  a  gram- 
mar school,  class  A  certificate.  During 
the  intervening  period,  and  in  the  absence 
of  a  definite  regulation  on  the  subject,  it 
appears  to  have  been  the  custom  to  ap- 
point to  these  positions  teachers  already 
in  the  service,  who  held  only  the  grammar 
school,  class  B  certificate.  In  view  of  this 
situation,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be- 
lieves that  holders  of  grammar  school, 
class  B  certificates,  issued  before  Novem- 
"ber  29,  1901.  should  now  be  regarded  as 
eligible  for'  appointment  to  the  position 
of  first  assistant  in  charge,  and  also  to 
the  position  of  master's  assistant. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  following  sched- 
ule, the  Board  of  Superintendents  has  en- 
deavored to  avoid  a  too  literal  interpreta- 
tion of  former  regulations  which  might 
work  injustice  and  hardship  to  individuals, 
or  the  taking  away  of  an  eligibility  priv- 
ilege that  has  been  previously  enjoyed,  and 
at  the  same1  time  has  tried  to  establish  a 
reasonable  and  harmonious  plan  that  will 
safely  guard  the  interests  of  Ihe  school 
system  as  a  whole.

Each 
elementary  school  district  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  master's  assistant.  Each  elemen- 
tary school  district,  attended  exclusively 
by  girls  in  grades  above  the  third  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  first  assistant,  grammar 
school,  if  the  number  of  pupils  belonging 
in  grades  above  the  third  exceeds  six  hun- 
dred. The  rank  of  first  assistant,  grammar 
school,  except  as  provided  for  in  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  abolished  as  the  position 
becomes  vacant  by  the  retirement  of  the 
present  incumbents. 

On  motion  of  the  same  member,  the  fore- 
going amendment  was  adopted.

Subsequently,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis,  the 
Superintendent  was  directed  to  appoint  a 
teacher  for  service  in  the  Aberdeen  School 
to  take  charge  of  pupils  of  the  fourth,  fifth 
and  sixth  grades. 

On  motion  of  the  same  member,  the 
aforesaid  petition  was  placed  on  file,  and 
the  Secretary  directed  to  notify  the  peti- 
tioners of  the  action  taken  by  the  Board. 


EYE  GLASSES  FOR  CHILDREN. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Committee  of  Oculists,  under  date  of  Nov. 
13,  1907,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Oct.  21,  a  recommendation  from  the 
Supervising  Nurse  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  to  provide  eyeglasses  for  needy 
children,   substantially  as  follows: 

The  committee  is  fully  aware  that  the 
use  of  glasses  is  of  greatest  importance 
to  an  appreciable  percentage  of  children 
in  the  public  schools,  and  believes  that 
some  arrangement  is  necessary  to  provide 
them  for  those  whose  parents  cannot  af- 
ford to  expend  the  necessary  sum.  It  is 
of  the  opinion,  however,  that  this  expense 
should  not  be  borne  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, but  rather  by  the  various  char- 
itable organizations  of  the  city.  It  ap- 
preciates the  disadvantages  and  delay  in- 
volved in  referring  such  cases  to  these 
organizations,  but,  nevertheless,  it  feels 
strongly  that  were  the  School  Committee 
to  establish  such  a  fund  there  would  be 
the  greatest  difficulty  in  limiting  the  ex- 
penditure and  in  confining  it  within  rea- 
sonable limits.  The  committee  estimates 
that  glasses  are  required  by  from  15  per 
cent,  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  the 
schools  and  a  large  number  of  these  may 
undoubtedly  be  classed  among  the  very 
poor.  It  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  glasses  are  fragile  and  frequently 
need  to  be  repaired  or  replaced,  so  that 
the  first  cost  would  only  be  one  item  of 
the  total  expense.  It  respectfully  suggests 
that  this  question  is  one  which  might  be 
passed  on  with  more  authority  by  experts 
in  government  and  practical  philanthro- 
pists.

AMENDMENTS  TO  REGULATIONS. 

Mr.  Ellis  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,     That     the     regulations     be 
amended  as  follows: 


Section  296.  and  Chapter  X&,  Regula- 
tions for  Evening  Schools.  Strike  out  tne 
section  and  chapter,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  296.  1.  Teachers  of  evening  schools 
shall  consist  of  principals,  masters,  first 
assistants,  assistants,  special  teachers  and 
interpreters.  The  rank  of  master  shall  be 
abolished  on  the  retirement  of  the  present 
incumbents  in  the  evening  drawing  schools. 
The  certificate  requirements  for  special 
teachers  in  evening  high  schools  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  for  assistants  in  even- 
ing high  schools. 

2.  Principals  and  masters  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  June  of  each  year,  other  teach- 
ers in  September,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  needs  of  the  service  require. 

3.  Besides  the  principal,  each  evening 
high  school  shall  be  entitled  to  one  assist- 
ant or  special  teacher  for  every  twenty- 
five  pupils  in  average  attendance,  and  an 
additional  assistant  or  special  teacher  for 
an  excess  of  twenty  pupils;  provided,  that 
the  pupils  attending  classes  in  physical 
training  and  music  shall  not  be  counted 
in  making  up  the  number  of  pupils  neces- 
sary to  authorize  the  employment  of  any 
teacher  of  other  subjects. 

4.  In  each  evening  high  school  additional 
teachers  may  be  appointed,  as  follows:  One 
special  assistant,  one  typewriting  assistant, 
one  laboratory  assistant  in  each  class  in 
physics  or  chemistry,  and  one  pianist  for 
each  class  in  physical  training. 

5.  Besides  the  principal,  each  evening 
elementary  school  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
assistant  or  interpreter  for  every  twenty 
pupils  in  average  attendance,  and  an  addi- 
tional assistant  or  interpreter  for  an  ex- 
cess of  fifteen  pupils;  provided,  that  the 
required  average  number  of  pupils  may  be 
thirty-five  for  every  two  teachers  conduct- 
ing classes  together  in  the  same  room. 

6.  In  each  evening  elementary  school  ad- 
ditional teachers  may  be  appointed  as  fol- 
lows: In  schools  having  over  one  hundred 
pupils  in  average  attendance.'  one  male  first 
assistant;  in  schools  having  over  four  hun- 
dred pupils  in  average  attendance,  one  as- 
sistant or  interpreter. 

7.  Besides  the  principal,  each  evening 
drawing  school  shall  be  entitled  to  one  as- 
sistant for  every  twenty  pupils  in  average 
attendance,  and  to  an  additional  assistant 
for  an  excess  of  fifteen  pupils. 

8.  In  each  evening  drawing  school  one 
curator  may  be  appointed. 

9.  In  each  evening  school  having  less 
than  seventy-five  pupils  in  average  atten- 
dance, the  principal  shall  be  included  in 
the  complement  of  teachers  to  which  the 
school  may  be  entitled. 

10.  Teachers  shall  be  dismissed  at  the 
close  of  any  month  in  which  the  average 
attendance  shall  have  fallen  below  the 
number  authorizing  their  employment,  or 
earlier  at  the  discretion  of  the  superin- 
tendent; provided,  however,  that  in  even- 
ing high  schools  where  there  is  but  one 
class  in  any  subject  that  class  may  be 
continued  until  the  close  of  the  term  un- 
less the  number  of  pupils  therein  shall 
fall  below  ten;  and  the  same  provision 
shall  apply  to  classes  in  ship  draughting 
and  in  clay  modeling  in  evening  drawing 
schools. 

11.  No  principal  or  woman  teacher  of  a 
public  day  school  in  Boston  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  the  evening  schools;  provided, 
however,  that  any  woman  teacher  em- 
ployed in  an  evening  school  who  is  ap- 
pointed to  a  permanent  position  in  a  day 
school,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  su- 
perintendent, continue  such  evening  serv- 
ice until  the  close  of  the  term  for  which 
she  has   been   appointed,    but   no   longer. 

12.  The  employment  of  men  day  school 
teachers  in  evening  schools,  except  as  prin- 
cipals thereof,  shall  not  exceed  three  hun- 
dred nights  in  any  period  of  five  years; 
provided,  however,  that  this  limitation 
shall  not  apply  to  evening  school  service 
rendered   previous    to    September  1,    1904. 
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CHAPTER    XX. 
REGULATIONS    FOR    EVENING 
SCHOOLS.     . 

Section  390.  The  evening  schools  are 
established  for  the  benefit  of  adults,  and  of 
minors  not  less  than  fourteen  years  of 
age  who  do  not  attend  day  schools.  Pu- 
pils over  fourteen  years  of  age  who  attend 
day  schools  may  be  admitted  under  such 
conditions  as  the  board  of  superintendents 
may  prescribe. 

Sect.  391.  No  evening  school  shall  be 
established  unless  at  least  forty  persons 
have  previously  pledged  themselves  to  at- 
tend the  same  regularly;  and  no  school 
shall  be  continued  when  the  average  at- 
tendance for  the  month  shall  have  fallen 
below  thirty. 

Sect.  392.  1.  The  term  of  the  evening 
schools  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in 
October  and  shall  continue  for  twenty-two 
school  weeks.  A  week  in  which  more  than 
one  session  of  any  evening  school  occurs 
shall  be  deemed  a  school  week.  The  ses- 
sions of  the  schools  shall  be  suspended  from 
the  second  Friday  preceding  Christmas 
Day  to  and  including  the  first  day  of  the 
following  January;  but  when  the  first 
day  of  January  of  any  year  shall  fall  later 
than  Tuesday  of  any  week  the  sessions 
shall  be  suspended  on  the  remaining  days 
of  that  week. 

2.  The  sessions  of  the  evening  schools 
shall  open  not  earlier  than  seven  o'clock 
P.  M.  nor  later  than  half  past  seven  o'clock 
P.M.,  and  shall  close  not  later  than  half 
past  nine  o'clock  P.  M.  on  not  less  than 
three  evenings  in  the  week  from  Monday  to 
Friday  inclusive,  as  determined  by  the  su- 
perintendent, the  evenings  of  legal  holidays 
and  of  the  day  following  Thanksgiving  ex- 
cepted. 

3.  The  school-rooms  shall  be  open  and 
teachers  shall  be  present  at  least  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  time  for  the  session  to 
begin. 

Sect.  393.  1.  No  pupil  shall  be  considered 
as  enrolled  in  any  evening  school  until  he 
shall  have  attended  at  least  one  clasfi  ses- 
sion thereof. 

2.  No  pupil  shall  attend  an  evening  high 
school  who  is  not  a  graduate  of  a  Boston 
elementary  school,  a  Boston  evening  ele- 
mentary school,  or  a  school  of  equal  or 
higher  rank,  or  who  has  not  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  such  subjects 
as  the  board  of  superintendents  may  pre- 
scribe. 

3.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  an 
evening  high  school  who  is  unable  to  at- 
tend at  least  two  evenings  each  week,  ex- 
cept by  permission  of  the  director  of 
evening  and  vacation  schools. 

4.  Pupils  of  fourteen  years  of  age  and 
over  may  be  admitted  to  evening  elemen- 
tary schools  without  examination. 

5.  No  examination  is  required  for  ad- 
mission to  any  first  year  class  of  the  even- 
ing drawing  schools.  Those  who  by  ex- 
amination can  prove  their  ability  to  un- 
dertake advanced  work  may  be  admitted 
to  the  second  or  third  year  classes. 

Sect.  394.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent 
himself  from  an  evening  school  for  three 
consecutive  evenings  on  which  his  atten- 
dance is  due  shall  be  discharged  there- 
from, and  shall  not  be  reinstated  unless 
the  absence  shall  have  been  satisfactorily 
explained  to  the  principal. 

Sect.  395.  Pupils  may  be  discharged  by 
principals  for  disobedience  or  improper 
conduct,  and  such  pupils  shall  not  be  re- 
admitted without  the  consent  of  the  direc- 
tor of  evening  and  vacation  schools. 

Sect.  396.  Pupils  attending  the  evening 
elementary  schools  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  take  books  belonging  to  the  city  from 
the  several  school  buildings. 

Sect.  397.  Exhibitions  of  the  work  of  the 
evening  schools  may  be  held  at  such  times 
as  the  superintendent  shall  approve. 

Sect.  398.  Certificates  of  regular  and 
punctual  attendance,  good  deportment,  and 


general  proficiency,  to  be  signed  by  the 
principal  and  by  the  superintendent,  shall 
be  awarded  to  deserving  pupils  in  the  even- 
ing elementary  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
term. 

Sect.  399.  Appropriate  graduating  exer- 
cises may  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  term 
in  the  several  evening  schools.

AMENDMENT  TO  REGULATIONS  GOV- 
ERNING THE  USE  OF  SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS.

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  govern- 
ing the  use  of  school  buildings  be  amended 
as  follows: 

Section  13.  Renumber  paragraph  2  as 
paragraph  3.  Renumber  paragraph  3  as 
paragraph  4. 

Insert  the  following: 

2.  The  Schoolhouse  Custodian  may,  upon 
application  of  a  principal  of  an  evening 
school,  issue  to  such  principal  a  key  to  the 
building  which  his  school  occupies.  Keys 
thus  issued  shall  be  collected  by  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  at  the  close  of  each 
term  of  the  evening  schools,  and  be  re- 
tained by  him  until  the  beginning  of  the 
following  term  of  such  schoois,  when  they 
may  again  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  paragraph. 


APPROVAL  OF  FREE  EVENING  IN- 
DUSTRIAL DRAWING  SCHOOLS  BY

Dear  Sir:  At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston 
School  Principals,  held  Oct.  31,  it  was 
voted  to  request  the  School  Committee  to 
undertake  the  establishment  of  a  pension 
system  for  day  school  teachers  based  upon 
an  income  of  "five  cents  per  $1,000  out  of 
the  tax  levy."  It  was  also  voted  that  the 
pension  rate  should  be  such  a  percentage 
of  the  salary  at  the  time  of  retirement  as 
the  income  will  allow,  but  that  no  pension 
should  be  less  than  $180,  the  present  annu- 
ity rate  in  the  Retirement  Fund  Associa- 
tion. 

The   tables   that   have  been   used   in   de- 
termining  the   pension  rate  are   submitted 
with  this  report.

This  table  gives  the  total  number  of  living 
annuitants  at  the  end  of  each  year  exclusive 
of  the  present  list. 

2.  From  the  accompanying  tables  it  is 
shown  that  an  annual  income  of  "five  cents 
per  $1,000  out  of  the  tax  levy"  would  pay 
an  annual  pension  equal  to  15  p.c.  of  the 
salary  of  each  retiring  teacher  and  accu- 
mulate an  adequate  surplus. 

3.  It  is  also  shown  that  an  annual  in- 
come of  "five  cents  per  $1,000  out  of  the 
tax  levy"  together  with  "all  deductions 
from  the  salaries  of  teachers  who  are  ab- 
sent" would  pay  an  annual  pension  equal  to 
20  p.c.  of  the  salary  of  each  retiring  teach- 
er, provide  an  adequate  surplus,  and  allow 
for  a  net  increase  of  two  pensioners  per 
year. 

4.  By  actuarial  methods  it  is  found  that 
(after  the  first  five  years)  the  net  increase 
in   the  number   of  pensioners   is   likely   to 
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be  quite  uniform  and  on  the  average  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  per  year  according  to  the 
amount  of  pension. 

5.  The  annual  increase  in  cost  would  be 
approximately  $4,500. 

6.  To  increase  the  pension  rate  1  per 
cent,  over  the  twenty  per  cent,  rate  wouid 
after  the  thirtieth  year  cost  approximate- 
ly $7,500  per  year. 

7.  The  pension  rate  should  be  high 
enough  to  reduce  perceptibly  the  number 
of  elderly  teachers.  The  retirement  of 
eighteen  (net)  per  year  will  accomplish 
that  result. 

8.  To  accomplish  the  desired  results 
among  all  ranks  the  pension  rate  should 
be  a  percentage  of  the  salary. 

The  tables  on  which  these  conclusions 
are  based  and  a  bill  which  embodies  the 


ideas  of  the  Masters'  Committee  as  to  the 
provisions    that   should    appear    in    a    pen- 
sion   bill    are   filed   with    this   report.

EXTENSION      TO      MECHANIC       ARTS 
HIGH   SCHOOL-HOUSE. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  following 
communication : 

Boston,  November  20,  1907. 
To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 
I  desire  to  call  to  your  attention  offi- 
ciallv,  for  such  action  as  seems  appro- 
priate, the  fact  that  although  the  Finance 
Commission,  to  which  the  Mayor  referred 
the  matter,  has  decided  that 

"It    is,    therefore,    expedient    for    the 
City  to  proceed  with  the  enlargement 
of    the    Mechanic    Arts    High    School 
without  delay," 
and  that  although  this  necessity  has  been 
clear  for  a  matter  of  half  a  dozen  years, 
and   has   been   passed   on   by   three    super- 
intendents   and    several    successive    School 
Boards,   the  Mayor's   signature  to  all   con- 
tracts for  the  construction  and  equipment 
of   the  building  is  being  withheld   now   on 
the   ground  that  the   Building  Trades  Sec- 
tion of  the  Central  Labor  Union  has  made 
objection   to   the   contract  for  heating  and 
ventilating    being    awarded    to    the    lowest 
bidder. 

It  may  well  be  that  this  is  a  matter 
which  His  Honor  the  Mayor  should  in- 
vestigate, but  it  is  obvious  that  there  is 
no  good  and  sufficient  reason  why  the 
general  building  contract  should  not  be 
signed  now,  as  the  heating  and  ventilating 
contract  is  independent  of  the  main  con- 
tract for  the  building,  and  we  are  in- 
formed that  the  rest  of  the  work  can  go 
forward  without  delay  and  without  em- 
barrassment even  if  the  heating  and  ven- 
tilating contract  is  not  signed  for  some 
time.  It  seems  clear  that  the  work  of 
constructing  this  important  and  long  de- 
ferred addition  should  be  immediately  com- 
menced. The  need  is  pressing,  labor  is 
just  now  more  than  usually  available  for 
the  prompt  prosecution"  of  the  work,  and 
whatever  reason  there  may  be  for  with- 
holding the  execution  of  the  specific  con- 
tract objected  to,  there  seems  to  exist  no 
good  and  sufficient  reason  for  refusing  to 
sign  the  general  building  contract. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  my  letter 
to  the  Mayor  dated  November  16,  'written 
after  consultation  with  the  members  of 
the  School  Board,  pointing  out  that  if  the 
contracts  for  the  new  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School  were  signed  at  once,  so  that  work 
might  promptly  be  commenced,  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  rooms  could  be  made  avail- 
able at  the  opening  of  the  next  fall  term, 
and  that  otherwise  it  would  be  necessary 
to  turn  away  again  from  the  school  a 
large  number  of  boys  who  wish  for  this 
type  of  education,  together  with  a  copy 
of  a  reply  received  from  His  Honor  the 
Mayor.

CHILDREN. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Superin- 
tendent, under  date  of  Dec.  13,  1907,  with 
reference  to  the  communication  from  the 
Common  Council  requesting  that  a  com- 
petent person  be  assigned  to  each  kinder- 
garten, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  guard 
the  children  from  accident  on  the  streets 
after  the  close  of  each  session,  referred 
to  him  at  the  meeting  of  Apr.  8,  as  fol- 
lows: In  each  kindergarten  there  are  from 
one  to  three  teachers,  many  of  them  spe- 
cial assistants  and  Normal  School  stu- 
dents there  for  purposes  of  training,  and 
in  nearly  every  kindergarten  there  is  also 
an  attendant.  These  teachers  and  at- 
tendants give  such  attention  to  the  chil- 
dren at  the  time  of  dismissal  as  can  be 
done  under  the  conditions,  and  the  pro- 
tection afforded  is  adequate.  To  furnish 
attendance  sufficient  to  accompany  each 
of  them  to  their  homes  would  be  impos- 
sible. He  is.  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  inexpedient  to  furnish  additional  at- 
tendance in  the  kindergartens.

A  report  was  received  from  the  Super- 
intendent, under  date  of  Dec.  16,  1907,  with 
reference  to  the  petition  of  A.  Chalmers, 
et  al.,  parents  of  children  residing  within 
the  territory  bounded  by  Commonwealth 
avenue,  Washington  street,  Corey  road, 
and  Warren  street,  for  kindergarten  and 
primary  school  accommodations  within  said 
territory,  referred  to  him  at  the  meeting 
of  Oct.  7,  as  follows:  .There  are  eighty- 
seven  children  of  school  age  living  in  this 
territory,  seventeen  of  whom  are  of  kinder- 
garten age,  and  twenty-eight  belong  to 
the  first,  second  and  third  grades,  seven 
being  in  private  schools.  The  remaining 
forty-two  are  in  grades  above  the  third; 
of  these  twenty  are  attending  private 
schools.  He  is,  therefore,  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  not  at  present  advisable  to  estab- 
lish a  separate  room  for  these  children  in 
the  Corey  Hill  District.

SETTING-UP    DRILL    FOR    BOYS    AND 
GIRLS,   HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Dec.  16.  1907, 
with  reference  to  the  order  of  the  Board 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  7,  requesting 
him,  after  consultation  with  the  Director 
of  Physical  Training  and.  Athletics,  to  re- 
port as  to  the  advisability  of  introducing 
in  the  several  high  schools  a  setting-up 
drill  for  both  boys  and  girls,  to  occupy  a 
period  of  about  ten  minutes  each  day,  stat- 
ing that  the  Director  of  Physical  Training 
and  Athletics  has  made  an  experimental 
trial  of  such  a  drill  in  the  South  Boston 
High  School,  which  has  met  with  succcss, 
and  recommending  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

ORDERED,  That  the  Director  of  Physi- 
cal Training  and  Athletics  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to    establish    a   setting-up   drill   in 
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the  high  schools,  in  such  form  as  the  con- 
ditions in  the  school  may  warrant.

CARMEN  STREET  CHILDREN  TO  AT- 
TEND THE  OLIVER  WENDELL 
HOLMES  SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Dec.  16,  1907, 
with  reference  to  the  petition  of  Joseph  P. 
Dever.  et  al.,  residents  of  Carmen  street, 
that  Carmen  street  be  set  off  from  the 
Christopher  Gibson  District  and  included 
in  the  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  District,  re- 
ferred at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  21,  reporting 
that  he  had  carefully  examined  the  condi-

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  297,  paragraph  7.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  insert  the  following  in 
place  thereof: 

7.  Each  vacation  school  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  principal,  not  more  than  five  first  as- 
sistants, and  for  each  playground  one  head 
oi  playground.  The  whole  number  of 
teachers  and  employees,  exclusive  of  the 
principal,  shall  not  exceed  one  for  each 
thirty  pupils  in  attendance.  The  teachers 
and  employees  shall  be  dismissed  by  the 
clnector  of  evening  and  vacation  schools  at 
the  end  of  any  week  in  which  the  average 
attendance  has  fallen  below  the  number 
justifying  their  employment,  except  that  in 
case  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  ab- 
sences arising  from  peculiar  causes  not  ex- 
tending beyond  one  day  in  a  single  week, 
the  director  of  evening  and  vacation  schools 
may  continue  for  another  week  to  employ 
the  number  of  teachers  justified  by  the 
average  attendance  on  the  remaining  days 
of  the  week  in  which  said  unusual  absence 
occurred.

The  Superintendent  offered  the  following: 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows: 

_   Section    322.    Strike    out    the    section    and 
insert  the  following: 

Sect.  322.  In  case  of  the  death  or  dis- 
ability of  the  principal  of  a  school  or  dis- 
trict, or  of  the  head  of  a  special  depart- 
ment, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  senior 
teacher  highest  in  rank,  who  is  present  in 
such  school  or  department,  to  notify  im- 
mediately the  superintendent,  who  shall 
designate  some  person  in  the  regular  school 
service  to  take  charge  thereof  until  the 
position  is  otherwise  filled  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  and  regulations.  In  such 
cases  the  superintendent  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, appoint  a  temporary  teacher  in 
such  school  or  department.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   ARTIFI- 
CIAL LIGHTING  OF  SCHOOL  BUILD- 
INGS AND  THER  COLOR  SCHEMES. 
The  Board  proceeded  to  take  up  for  con- 
sideration the   report  of  the  Committee  on 
Artificial  Lighting  of  School  Buildings  and 
Their  Color  Schemes,   laid  on  the   table  at 
the  meeting  of  Dec.  2. 

Dr.  Myles  Standish,  Dr.  George  S.  Derby, 
Mr.  James  E.  Cole,  and  Mr.  Robert  H. 
Hallowell  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  R.  Clip- 
ston  Sturgis,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Logue  of  the  same  Board,  were 
present,  and  the  various  recommendations 
contained  in  the  report  wrere  discussed  in 
detail. 

ADDITIONAL   ASSISTANTS   TO    DIREC- 
TOR IN  DRAWING. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Dec.  13,  1907,  stating  that  in  the  opinion  of 
educators  of  the  day,  the  study  of  drawing 
fills  an  important  place  both  as  a  means 
of  mental  development  and  in  industrial 
training,  and  said  Board  believes  that  the 
methods  of  the  Director  of  Drawing  and 
Manual  Training  have  increased  the  effi- 
ciency of  his  department  along  both  of 
these  lines,  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  his 
efforts  should  be  aided  by  giving  him  such 
additional  assistants  from  time  to  time  as 
the  needs  of  his  department  demand. 
The  Board  of  Superintendents,  therefore, 
recommends  the  appointment  of  two  addi- 
tional assistants  to  the  Director  in  Draw- 
ing, one  to  be  appointed  now,  and  the 
other  in  September,  1908. 

Placed  on  file,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis, 
the  following  order  introduced  and  laid  over 
at  the  meeting  of  May  27,  was  taken  up 
for   consideration: 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended    as    follows: 

Sect.  29S.  Strike  out  the  section  and  in- 
sert in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  298.  The  department  of  drawing  and 
manual  training  shall  consist  of  a  director 
of  drawing  and  manual  training,  one  as- 
sistant director  of  drawing  and  manual 
training,  one  assistant  in  manual  training, 
and  four  assistants  in  drawing. 

The  order  passed. 

STUDY    OF    IRISH    LANGUAGE,    EVEN- 
ING  HIGH    SCHOOL.      ' 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  under  date  of  Dec.  9,  1907, 
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with  reference  to  the  communication  re- 
ceived from  Patrick  J.  O'Daly,  requesting 
the  School  Committee  to  establish  the 
study  of  the  Irish  language  in  an  evening 
high  school,  stating  that  in  view  of  the 
action  of  the  School  Committee  at  its  meet- 
ing of  Dec.  2,  authorizing  the  establish- 
ment of  a  class  in  Gaelic  in  the  Central 
Evening  High  School,  said  Board  assumes 
that  it  need  not  further  consider  the 
matter.

NEWSBOYS'    LICENSES. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  under  date  of  Dec.  9,  1907, 
with  reference  to  the  communication  from 
the  Newsboys'  Protective  Union  recom- 
mending that  the  age  limit  of  minors  to 
whom  licenses  to  sell  newspapers  may  be 
issued  be  raised  from  ten  to  twelve  years, 
as  follows: 

Upon  investigation  of  this  subject,  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  finds  that  about 
one-half  of  the  school  boys  who  hold  such 
licenses  at  the  present  time  would  be  cut 
off  from  selling  papers  by  the  proposed 
action,  and  inasmuch  as  this  period  is  a 
very  active  one  for  every  normal  boy,  it 
would  seem  desirable  that  boys  of  this  age 
be  given  encouragement  to  make  them- 
selves useful. 

Undoubtedly  a  very  large  number  of  such 
boys  engage  in  this  occupation  because  it 
gives  them  an  opportunity  to  earn  a 
steady  income  without  investing  much 
capital,  and  while  some  of  them  probablv 
do  not  make  the  wisest  use  of  the  money 
thus  earned,  many  others  devote  their 
earnings  very  largely  to  the  support  of 
their  families.  To  deprive  these  bovs  of 
such  employment  would  only  result  in  their 
turning  to  some  other  occupation  more 
harmful  to  their  morals.  Of  course,  in 
some  cases  boys  who  hold  licenses  are 
tempted  to  remain  on  the  streets  later  than 
they  otherwise  would,  but  boys  without 
steady  employment  would  be  just  as  likely, 
perhaps  far  more  so,  to  keep  late  hours 
and  to  frequent  unsuitable  places  of 
amusement. 

This  Board  firmly  believes  that  the  influ- 
ence of  successful  employment  on  boys  is 
wholesome  and  beneficial,  and  strongly 
tends  towards  the  upbuilding  of  sterling 
character. 

»  For  these  reasons,  therefore,  the  Board 
recommends  that  no  change  be  made  in  the 
present  regulations  relating  to  the  issue  of 
minors'  licenses. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  trie  News- 
boys'   Protective   Union. 


AMENDMENT   TO   REGULATIONS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Dec.  13,  1907,  withdrawing  the  amendment 
to  section  441  of  the  regulations,  presented 
at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  21.  and  submitting 
m  place  thereof  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to   said   section: 

Insert  in  the  last  line, 
after  the  word  "authorize"  the  words:— 
the  chief  truant  officer  to  begin,  so  that 
the  closing  sentence  of  the  paragraph  will 
read  as   follows: 

Thereupon,  the  chief  truant  officer  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  the  school  which  such 
child  attends,  who,  with  the  principal  of 
the  district,  shall  consider  the  advisabilitv 
of  placing  such  child  in  a  disciplinary  class, 
and  if  such  action  be  deemed  not  advisable, 
the  assistant  superintendent  may,  'in  his 
discretion,  authorize  the  chief  truant  offi- 
cer to  begin  legal  proceedings  against  such 
child. 


Add  the  following  as  a  separate  para- 
graph: 

3.  In  each  case  of  an  habitual  school  of- 
fender, the  'assistant  superintendent  in 
charge  of  the  school  which  such  child  at- 
tends, together  with  the  principal  of  the 
district,  shall  consider  the  advisability  of 
placing  such  child  in  a  disciplinary  class, 
and  if  such  action  be  deemed  not  advisable, 
the  assistant  superintendent  may,  in  his 
discretion,  authorize  the  chief  truant  offi- 
cer to  begin  legal  proceedings  against  such 
child.

COURSES,  EVENING  HIGH  AND  ELE-

bility and  feasibility  of  introducing  more 
commercial  and  industrial  courses  in  the 
evening  high  and  elementary  schools,  re- 
ferred at  the  meeting  of  Sept.  5,  reporting 
that  said  Board  believes  that  it  is  advis- 
able and  feasible  to  introduce  more  such 
courses  in  the  evening  high  schools.
